THIRD SESSION—THIRD” PARLIAMENT. 


Monpay, Feb. 28, 

Mr. Masson, as a matter of privilege, 
drow the attention of the Spéaker to tho 
fact that the report of the Committes with 
regard to the Seal recommending that 
ithe contract for the translation of the 
speeches into. French be given te Mr. De- 
Cellos, had not been adopted yet, and that 
consequently the French members of the 
House! had not yet reevived the first copy 
of the Hansard in their own language. Ho 
took this course at the suggestion of the 
Premier, who had stated on Thursday last 
that the question could be brought up as 
one of privilege, He moved that the Lag 
ond report of the Committee on the report- 
ing of the debates be now concurred in, 
He was informed that it was the practice 
to adopt a report asa matter of course two 
days after it was presented. 

Mr. Speaker thought that according to 
the way the hon. gentleman's motion was 
put, it required a notice, 

Mr. MAckrnzim said the passage of the 
last report of the committee would set aside 
4 former report of that committee, which 
had been certified by the House. The mo- 
tion took the House by surprise, and could 
not in. order be allowed, It rested with 
Mr, Speaker and the Clerk of the House to 
carry out the first report of the committee. 
Sir John Macdonald. said that owing to 
somebody's neglect or to somé accident,the 
juet requirements of the French members 
of this House had not been complied with, 
and their constituents were without the in- 
formation which, the English-speaking 
members could supply to their constituents 
through haying the Hansard supplied to 
them every morning, Some one should be 
held responsible for this state of affairs, 
He thought the tember for Terrebonne 
was quite right in the interests of himself 
and his fellow members who spoke .the 
French language in bringing this matter 
up. He (Sir John Macdonald) was free to 
confess that the impression on Mr, Speak- 
er’s mind was that which he thought the 
correct one, viz., that this was not sichy 
question of priviloge as would do away 
with the necessity for a notice, but at the 
same time he contended that in accordance 
with the practice of the House notice was 
given in the laying of the report on the 
table by the Chairman of the Coinmittee. 
Tt had begn tho universal practice of this’ 
House, that after a report had ‘been two 
days before hon. members a motion for its 
adoption could be made without another 
notice than the submission of it} whieh was 
held to be a notice ; but if a notice was re- 
quired, the hon. member who occupied the 
position of Chairman of the Committee 
should, as was his business, have given it, 
(Hear, hear.) From the statement the 
member for Terrebonne had made, it ap- 
peared that the report Wasa unanimous 
one ; but if the hon. gentleman, who was 
the Chairman, did not approve of it, he 
should, in common fairness to the Honse 
and tothe public, have said that he could 
not, or would not, move it because he did 
not concur in it,qnd then some other mem- 
ber of the Committee could at once have 
given notice that he would move its adop- 
tion. It did look as if an attempt had been 
made by the President of the Council to 
throw over this report for some. ulterior 
purpose which did not appear, but of which 
& soupeon was afforded by a notice which 
was on the paper. At any rate, the hon. 
entleman fad not been acting fairly and 
onestly and‘in a straightforward manner 
toward this House, by neglecting either to 
give notice of a motiou for concurrence in 
the report or to say that he would not give 
it and that somebody else must do so, 


Mr. Cauchon said he had. obeyed the 
order of the Committe in bringing the re- 
ort before the House. It was now in the 
ands of the House. Ho had not known 
that a motion was required! The House 
was in possession of the report, and he 
supposed it, was dealt with in the same way 
as other reports. He had nothing. to re- 
ort. He | 

‘ommittee, and it was for the House to de- 
cide. 

Mr. Langevin said he Was suyprised at 
the President of the Council, who was one 
of tho‘oldest inembers of the House, not 
knowing that when he presented a report 
as Chairman of a Committee, it was his 
duty to give notice of a motion for its 
adoption, and it was especially the duty of 
the honorable gentleman on this occasion 
to giye such a notice, when he knew that 
the object/of the report was to give those 
who speak the French language the ad- 
vantage of reading the debates of this 
Hotise in their own tongue, (Hear, héar.) 
The honorable gentleman knew that they 
could not have the debate m the French 
language in the Hansard without this re- 
port being adopted. He knew that for 
weeks the French members had been with- 
out the Hansard, except one copy in the 
English language which each of them re- 
ceived, 

After some further discussion, 

Mr. Bowell said he had no desire to take 
exception to Mr. Speaker's ruling although 
the member for Terrebonne had acted on 
the suggestion made by the Premier ; but 
if he was not allowed to dicuss the matter 
now ho would at least,take the opportunity 
of saying that tho member for Quebec 
Centre had not acted in accordance with 
the instructions of the Committee, (Cries 
of order.) If he (Mr. Bowell) was” per- 
mittod'to tell how the hon, member had 
neglected to follow the instructions of | the 
Committeo, hoe would do so.at once, Ho 
did not want the interpretation of the hon. 
member to goto the country uncontra- 
dicted. (Renewed cries of order.) He Mr. 
Cauchon) had kept thatreport in his pocket 
for two days. (Continued and vociferous 
cricuof order.) He (Mr. Bowoll) had said 
all ho wanted to now. 

Mp. Mackenzie said he thought the hon. 
gentleman had better make those remarks 
out of doors, 

Mr. Bowell;-No; I make thom here, 
and I will not allow him (Mr, Cauchon) to 
misropresent the Committoo, 

‘The motion was ruled out of ordor,

_ Mr. Young moyed for a statement show- 
ing what steps had been ‘taken by the 
Government touching the’ openin, up of 
regular steam communication between 
Canada and the British and foreign West 
Indies. Figures were given to show that 
the trade between Canada and the West 
Indies had remained almost stationary. for 
some years. He suggested that the 
Government obtain copies of the tarifls of 
the Islands. The great cause of the back- 
wardness of mutual trade was the lack of 
reliable information. 

Mr,, Forbes, in seconding the motion, 
read an extract from the report of the 
Commissioners of 1866 to bear out the as- 
sertion’ that the cause of the languishing 
state of the trade, was the uncertain com- 
munication between the islands and British 
North America, and the adjustment of the 
tariff between the islands and C; was 
advocated. - 

Mr. Domville said that it) would be im- 
possible to have any return trade under 
the present duty on sugar, He had no 
doubt if the sugar duties were reduced one 
half, the trade with the West Indies would 
be doubled. He did not see why any addi- 
tional expense should be incurred. in pro- 
moting the trade of the West Indies, when 
the trade between several Provinces them- 
selves was so backward. What was want- 
ed was the Baie Verte canal. 

Mr. Palmer supported the motion. 

Mr. Jones (Halifax) was satiafied that a 
substantial trade in grain, pork, etc,, could 
be carried on with the islands. Until the 
sugar duties were readjusted it was, how- 
ever utterly ‘impossible to have a return 
trade. 
Mr. Mitchell agreed that there must be 
reciprocity of trade to make it successful. 
Raw sugar must be imported direct from 
the islands. 


had obeyed the orders of the + 


Mr. Workman said on Friday last, the 
very day the Finance’ Minister had explain- 
ed his policy, he had received a letter from 
the principal merchants dealing with the 
Indies. They stated that the difficulty in 
the way of carrying on a direct trade was 
the want of-a market here in sugar, which 
Was rendered impossible/by the imposition 
of what was equal to an ad valorem duty of 
50 per cent, If there were a readjust- 
ment at least seventy-five additional ves- 
sels would annually come to Montreal and 
Quebec from the West Indies: He ven- 
tured to say that sugar, which was an im- 
portant article of commerce, and a tieces- 
sary of life, was taxed heavier than any 
other. He himself did not believe a West 
India trade possible until a rearrangement 
of the sugar tariff had been made. (Op- 
position cheers.) And as that matter was 
settled on Friday he saw no hope of the 
trade being built up. 

Mr. Mackenzie quoted figures.to show 
the large trade between the United States 
and the West Indies last year, it amount- 
ing to $35,562,966, Nearly one-half of 
this was with Caba, and $10,000,000 was 
with flour, meals, &c,, which the Southern 
States could supply with more advantage 
than could Canada, as the grain of the 
North would have to be subjected to some 
peculiar mode of preparation before’it was 
fit for the West Indies. |He could assure 
the House that the Government would 
give the subject their most careful consid- 
eration, The sugar question was a very 
important one, but he did not think any- 
thing could be done, fs the tax was re- 
quired for revenue-purposes, 

The motion was carried. 

« After a brief debate on the failure of the 
Government to furnish steam communi-

Our tolographio despatches of yesterday 
brought the important intelligence that 
tho civil war which had desolated Spain for 
soveral yoars past had beon at last brought 
toa close by the surrender of Don Carlos 
and tho small remnant of his forces w hich 
had oscaped death, capturo or dispersion» 
td the French autheritios, The news will 
be received with the most lively feelings 
of satisfaction in all parta of the civilized

When, under tho fallant Prim, Spain 
cast out the notorious Queen Isabella, it 
was hoped that a now era was about to 
dawn on that unhappy country, Which had 
suffered under that cruel, exacting and 
Digotod monaych wrongs which will prob- 
ably nover bo fully recorded. The elevation 
of the liberal Prince Amadeus to the throne

Colonization Railways. 


In Mr. VanNorman’s window is a Rail- 
way Map, which at tho first glance attracts 
attention to the Railway Colonization Roads 
—Kingston and Pombroke in the East ; 
noxt Bellovillp and North Hastings ; still 
furthor wost the Victoria; and botweon tho 
Victoria and Georgian Bay, the Pacitic | 
Juanotion. Along tho south, skirting the | 
Bay of Quinte and Lake Ontario, runs the 
Grand Trunk Railway; and to the north, 
stretching from Arnprior to the mouth of 
Fronch River, is tho “ Foster Road.” 

Botwoon the Grand Trunk Railway on 
the south and tho “Foster Road” on the 
north, the Georgfan Bay on tho west and 
the east boundary of the County of Fron- | 
tenac, as shown by the Map, lies an im- 
mense section of country scarcely broken 
by a line of Railway (except around Toron- 
to.) Into this section, containing about 
22,000 square miles, run the four Coeloniza- 
tion Roads aboye mentioned, at nearly equal 
distances from each other, The Pacific 
Junction, commencing at Gravenhurst, run- 
ning north across the Foster Road to Lake 
Nipissing, but connecting on the south with 
Lake Ontario and the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way by the Northern Road at Toronto ; the 
Victoria, from Lindsay to the Foster line, 
but connecting with Lake Ontario and the 
Grand Trunk by the Midland Railway at 
PortHope. The Belleville and North Has- 
tings from the Grand Junction in Sidney 
tothe Foster Road, but connecting via 
the Grand Junction Railway (14 miles) to 
tho Bay of Quinte and Grand’Trunk Rail- 
way ; and last the Kingston and Pembroko 
from Kingston to the Foster Road. 


As you look at the map it would almost 
seem as though’one party in the interest 
of this section of the country had laid down 
all the lines.

This view is advanced 
without regard to tho abstract principles of 
Free Trade and Protection regarding which 
doubtless, you, Mr. Editor, will give us your 
views.

DIGESTION IN THE HORSE. 


‘Phe horses stomach haa ¢apacityof only 
about 16 quarts, while ‘that of the ox has 
25; inthe intestines this proportion is 
reyersed,the horse having a capacity of 190 
quarts, against 100 of the ox. The ox end 
most other animals have a gall-bladder for 
the retention of a part of the bile secreted 
in the intervals of digestion, the horse has 
none and the bile flows directly into the in- 
testing as fast as gecroted. This construc- 
tion of the ‘digestive apparatus indicates 
that the horse was formed to eat slowly 
and digest. continually bulky and innutri- 
tious food, When fed on hay it passes 
very rapidly through the stomach into the 
intestines. The horse can eat but about 
five pounds in an hour, which is charged 
during mastication with fonr times its 
weight of saliva. Now, tho stomach, to 
digest well, will maintain but about ten 
quarts,and when the animal eatsone-third 
of hisdajly ration, orseven rounds in oneand 
one-half hours, he has swallowed,at least,two 
stomachs full of hay and saliva — one 
of these having passed into the intes- 
tine. Observation, has shown that the 
food is passed into the intestine by 
the stomachin the. orderin which itis 
received. If wo feed a horso six quarts 
of oats it will just about fill his stomach, 
and if, as soon as Ke finished this, we feed 
him the above ration of seven pounds of 
hay he will eat sufiicient in three-quarters 
of an hour to haye forced the oats entirely 
out of hisstomach into the intestine. As

HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


The following i#the full text of Mr. 
Irving's amendment to the Goyornment 
policy on the tariff question :— 

That the Speaker do not now leave tho 
chair, but that it may be resolved that this 
Honso, in sustaining the policy adopted by 
tho present and past Governments limiting 
the rato of duties upon the import of those 
classes on articles which are produced in 
the country to the extent reqiured to meet 
the wants of the revenue, fully appreciates 
the national benefits arising froin the de- 
gree of Protection of the existing manu- 
facturing interests of the Dominion afford- 
ed under that system ; but observes with 
regret that the extraordinary fluctuations 
in prices resulting from the uncertain con- 
ditions of foreign markets ‘affecting Cana- 
dian markets and incapable of being fore- 
seen by Canadian interests, exposes our 
manufacturers to unfair competition ; and 
this House, while now ready to record its 
approval of the general policy of the 
present Administration, is nevertheless of 
opinion that the said manufacturing in- 
terests deserve the continued fOstering care 
of Parliament, and that the time has ar- 
rived when the Government of the Do- 
minion shoiild inform the Imperial Govern- 
ment that the Parliament of Canadadeerm 
it necessary to revise some features of a 
former policy by imposing differential 
duties ; further, that in order to meet the 
[difficulties against which Canadian manu- 
facturers are struggling, and in the general 
interests of the Canadian public, to bring 
the British and foreign manufacturers on 
nearer terms of equality in the Canadian 
market, this House would be prepared to 
approve of any measure to be submitted by 
the Administration, whereby a rate not 
less than ten per cent. should be added to 
the existing import tariff against those 
articles of foreign production of which the 
same classes are manufactured in the Do- 
minion of Canada by way of difference to 
that extent in favor of a like class of pro- 
duction of the mother country. 

The Mail thus reports Sir John Mac- 
donald’s speech at the'close of the debate : 


Sir Jonny Macponarp said that at this 
late hour he did not intend to occupy the 
time of the House very long. The member 
for Centre Montreal had challenged him in 
the most threatening way to enter into a 
disonssion of the general question which 
had occupied the attention of the House, 
not only since the Budget Speech was de- 
liyered, but during nearly the whole time 
since the recess. He (Sir John Macdonald) 
did not propose to add his quota, atall 
aventa not. just now, towtho discussion of

The Opposition had just as good a right to 
complain of the official reporter, who owns a 
Ministerial paper, and writes strongly against 
them, hut they «Hd not “do so, having confi- 
dence that he would do his duty fairly. The

The Luniber Trade. 


The following important testimony was 


given before the Parliamentary Committee’ 


on the Commercial Depression, atits sitting 
on the 2nd inst. In spite of the offorté of 
the free-trade members of the Committee, 
it will be seen that some weighty facts were 
adduced by the witnesses in favor of a pro- 
tective tariff : 


Mr: Perley, of Ottawa, was examined as 
to the condition of the lumber trado. Since 
the abrogation of the’Reciprocity Treaty 
more lumber had been shipped to the Eng-~ 
lish market than to the United States, 
The trado with South America had recently 
declined It was his opinion that four- 
fifths of the lumber that went to New York 
was exported from that port.. Lumiber ship- 
ped to Australia was exchanged for wool 
vand hides principally. Good prices had 
been obtained for Canadian lumber for se- 
veral years after the abrogation of the 
treaty, but the Eastern States now produco 
more lumber than when the treaty was in 
force. Prices were mach lower now than 
a few years ago. “Lumber would be pro- 
duced as cheaply this season as it had been 
during the existence of the treaty. Four 
hundred and fifty million « feet were pror 
duced in the Ottawa Valley annually. He 
atributed the present deprossion to over- 
Reon, ora eat off'in the demant: 

here had been a falling off last night in 
the English market, which he attributed 
to the stagnation of trade. This would be 
due to the market being overstocked, or 
lessened consumption. The fires in the 
Western States had created a demand 
which caused the mills to be enlarged, and 
the supply of lumber permanently increas- 
ed. Thisincreased supply came indireetly 
with exports from Montreal, as it xffected 
the surplus exported from New "York to 
South Amorica. Ho did not know that 
the lumbermen could suggest to the Goy- 
ernment any measure to relieve the de. 
pression, except the removal of the Ameri- 
can duty on lumber, if that were possible,

He ex- 
pressed a hope that the show of horned 
cattle would be a’ ‘large one, and stated 
that not’ only had public organizations 
offered large prizes for that class of 
atock, but private associations and indivi- 
duals had done so also, He instanced one 
case in point, where a premium of $5,000 
was offered for the best herd of Guernsey 
cattle, and there are seyeral trophies worth 
competing for, He wanted to see Canada 
creditably represented, and he trusted that 
breeders would not manifost any apathy in 
coming forward, and that they would lend 
their aid in showing what the Dominion 
could produce. “He should like to see the 
dairy products also well represented. He 
found the utmost willingness on the part of 
both the'Dairymen’s and Millors’ Associa- 
tion to render him all the assistance in 
their power, *. 

‘After some further remarks of a general 
nature concerning the exhibition, a-discus- 
sion took place upon What had fallen from 
Mr. Fraser, of whose remarks the above is 
but an outline, 


Dr. Burnett ‘urged the importance of 
having a “good show of fruit at the Cen- 
tennial- He concluded an interesting 
speech by moving the following resolutions: 
“ That this Council, being deeply dosirous 
of forwarding the best interests of Canada 
at the Centennial Exhibition, and having 
heard Mr; Fraser, of the Advisory Boatd 
of Ontarion, hereby appoint Messrs. Young 
Bowell, Morgan and the mover to wait up 
on Mr. Letellier de St. Just to. represent 
to the Dominion Government the im- 
portance of viding the Dairymen’s Axsso- 
ciation to exhibit their product, and that 
the Fruit Growers’ Association be aided to 
the amount of 82,000.

I know a prominent member of the So- 
ciety for the Provention of Cruelty to'Child- 
ron. Hoe is the father of ono little girl now 
about four years old. He doubtless loves 
her dearly, He thinks that loving her is 
shown by letting the child have her own 
way. ~ She has it. She is nover restrained, 
never governed, never crossed, always pet- 
ted, indulged, and obeyed. The child 
rules the house. Father, mother, servants 
are all her slaves. What comes of it? Is 
the child happy because she lords it over 
the whole family | So farfrom it,she cries 
with passion or paina large part of the 
time. She is never contented. She goes 
from one thing to another in a constant 
sories of searches for something to do that 
she ought not to do. - And when she wants 
what it is impracticable to got,—as the boy 
who cried for the moon,—then she goer in- 
to tantrums and screams loud enough to 
split the ears of the neighbors. Thus the 
family are annoyed ; the child is wretched, 
peevish, fretful, impatient, passionate, dis- 
satisfied with everything, and generally 
miserable, 


And sho in yoryUPforrold to a mother 
who apologized for her child crying in the 
parlor; ‘Uh," said he, ‘ I like to have 
childred ery in company, for then they are 
taken right out of the room.’’ And when- 
ever I visit my friend, and his child sets 
up aroar,I think of Jerrold, and wish that 
his observation were in accord with my ex- 
perience, which it is not. 

But it isa most mistaken idea that in- 


dulgence is kindness, Often it is the 
greatest cruelty. To impress upon a child 
the duty of obedience is the first of all les- 
sons. It may be taught before the child 
is a year old; and without a blow, or the 
infliction of any physical pain. It must bo 
taught in very early life, or it will, never 
be learned. ‘To neglect it, and to put off 
government, until the child is old enough 
to be reasoned with, is cruel, wicked and 
silly. This neglect makes infancy and 
childhood aseason of suffering, sows seeds 
of misery in after life, and perhaps of ruin 
here and hereafter, 

Dr. Adams said on tho platform, that 
parental government is the corner-stone of 
civil government. And when I see the 
streots of a great city thronged at night 
with wrecks of young men and young 
women, whose steps already take hold on 
hell, I know that most of them are the vic- 
tims of parental indulgence. They come 
from households where parents let them 
have their own way, when they should 
haye governed. Read the story of Eli and 
his sons, and tremble as you read, 

If we must have a Society for every- 
thing—and we have a new one every year 
—let it be an ‘‘Anti-lettina-children-al- 
ways-have-their-own-way-Society.”” It will 
be a mercy to the children. Many will be 
saved from tearsand groans and cries, by 
being ‘‘made to mimd,” and some will be 
kept from that place of torment where 
weeping and wailing have no end. Indul- 
gence in wrong is the gravest cruelty to a 
child. Iwish the new Society would go 
for its own members who ruin their child- 
ren as Eli did. He fell over and broke his 
neck when he heardthat his boys were kill- 
ed, for he knew that their sad end was his 
fault. So it will be your own fault if your 
children perish through your neglect. to

The Exasperating Scholar. 


There are very few teachers who have 
not had their patience tried by what may 
be apnotiiatel) “the exasperating scholar.’ 
The exasperating scholar is certainly very 
trying, and the worst of it is, that the 
methods of no two of them are alike, Some 
of them exasperate by their restlessness or 
their stolidity, or their inattention, or their 
predilection for tricks, malicious or other- 
wise, or by their insensibility to all appeals 
to their feelings or principles—in fine, in a 
multitude of ways. Now it is a great 
mistake to get out of patience with the ex- 
aspering scholar, at least to. let him see 
that such is the case. As the boys would 
say, ‘That would be nuts tohim.” It is a 
still greater mistake to give him np as in- 
corrigible. No teacher has a rightto do 
this. He has a special duty to perform to 
to the scholar—namely, to strive to make 
him better. Ifall children were cherubs 
there would be no need of Sunday-schools, 
and the teachers wouldhave no occupation. 
It is jst because,children are the reverse 
of cherubs that we have Sunday-schools 
and need teachers. So there must be no 
such thing as giving up a scholar because 
he is bad, or intractable, or exasperating 
—for that is the vory sort we most need to 
reach. The true way isto find out the 
tender spot in the child’s disposition, and 
by wisely touching it to reach his 
better feelings, This may require much 
time and close observation and discreet 
manipulation, but it will pay for the 
trouble. It may be set down as a univer- 
sal trath, that everybody has a soft or ten- 
der spot somewhere. Now the duty of the 
physician—for the teacher is a physician in 
# sense—is to find this tender spot. This 
found, the victory is half won already. 

Once when. talking of ‘ exasperating 
scholars” to an experienced teacher, he 
said : Ihave been much tried with-such in 
the course of my life. Sometimes the ex- 
asperating qualities of a lad are exhibited 
in one way and sometimes in another. In- 
deed, I never knew them to be twice alike, 
But one thing—or perhaps I should say 
two things—I have found to be invariably 
true, namely,that nothing could be accom- 
plished by complaining, orscolding,or trying 
to drive the offender ; and that there, was 
always some way to reach him and effect a 
cure, if it only bo found out. My plan has 
ever beon to find out this way as soon as 
possible,and thus saveboth time and worry.

Melancholy Case of Suicide. 


AN OLD MAN GUTS HIS THROAT. 


HORRIBLE SELF-MUTILATION, 
Woe yesterday briofly mentioned the fact 
that Mr. Wim, Alley, an old resident of the | 
Township of Amoliasburg, living near Rod. | 
neravillo, had cominitted suicide on tho 2d inst, | 
by cutting his throat. ‘To-day we are enabled | 
by the kindness of Mr. Alprest Ashton, a 
resident of the same locality, who. acted as 
constable & the matter, to give the following 
particulars, from which it will be seon that the 
case is ono of tho most melancholy on record. 
It appears that on the’morning of the fatal | 
day, deceased, aftor breakfast, left his house | 
with the oxpressed intention of going to the 
Village of Rednorsyille, about amile and o 
half distant, to make some’ trifling purchase. 
On his way ho stopped at the house of Mr, 
William Rosebush, where he took diyner, and 
afterwards, loaving his overcoat, mitts, &c. in 
the house, went to the barn to look at a cow 
which he had sold to Mr. Rosebush last fall. 
Not having returned up to four o'clock in the 
aftornoon, inquiry for him was made at Mr, 
Wellington Russell's, across the road, whore 
it was learnod that Alley had called, stating 
that he was going over the ice to John Miller's 
fish shanty, Mr. Rosebush's son George, who 
was inaking the inquiries, saw the tracks made 
by the unfortunate man in the snow, leading 
down to the bay, This satisfied Rosebush, 
and he returned home, The next morning, 
Alley, not having called for his coat and mit-

Onthe 17th the Chair- 
man, Without giving the House any notice of bis 
intention to do so, moved with the consent of 
the House that it be adopted, and it was 
adopted without discussion, Immediately 
afterwards difficulties presented themselves to 
the minds, not only of the members of the 
Committee, but of the Chairman also, that 
the trauslations of the specches by the 
rogular translators of the House would 
interfere with their ordinary duties, 
They had agreed, however, to put the 
translation into their hands. to allow. them. 
some-assistance, and to give a gentleman be- 
longing to th ‘of translators of the House 
the supervision of the work. The President 
of the Council (Mr. ‘Cauchon) took exception 
to this arrangement, on the ground that for 
the translators to work during the night and 
on Sundays, as they proposed, im order to do 
the extra work, would not only be wrong in 
principle, but it would also look like a job.

. the centennial com- 
mnittee appointed by the American Dairy- 
men’s Association at ~its recent annual 
meeting in Romo, N. Y., met in Philadel- 
phia on Wednesday evening, for the pur- 
pose of devising plans for a full represent- 
ation of Ame¥ican dairy interests at the 
Centennial Exhobition. ° It was decided to 
erect a butter and cheese factory of the 
most approved design, to cost not less than 
$8,000. It was likewese agreed to appoint 
agents to visit the various cities and dairy 
sections to solicit contributions and pro- 
ducts for exhibition; also a committee to 
apportion the expenses attending the ex- 
hibit among the representatives of the 
States which intend to participate, There 
are about two thousand cheese factories in 
in the United States, of which nearly one 
thousand are in New York. The annual pro- 
duction of the dairy interests is estimated 
at three hundred millions of pounds of 
cheese, and from eight hundred millions to 
one thousand inillions of pounds of butter.

A GREEDY PARTY. 


A few days ago the chief organ of the 
Government asserted that the possession 
of the gift of public offices and other pat- 
ronago was a burden rather than an adyan- 
tage to any party in power. To this re- 
markable assertion a contemporary happily 
retorted that if the Globe were correct in its 
premises, the self-sacrifice of the Grit party 
is wonderful, as witness the efforts they 
are continually making to obtain the dis- 
posal of official patronage, their Licenso 
Act, under which they deprive the muni- 
cipalities of the power of appointing License 
Inspectors and other officials, and vest the 
appointing power in the Grit Government 
of Ontario, being a conspicuous case in 
point, In further proof of this greed of 
oilice, we have the fact that the first division 
in the House of Commons turned on the 
question whether or not the official report 
of the debates in Parliament should be 
translated into French by a gentleman 
whose tender had been accepted by the 
Committee to which the matter had been 
relegated.. The only possible ground of 
objection against Mr. De Colles, the gen- 
tleman in question, was that he was a Con- 
sorvative. He is thoroughly acquainted 
with both languayes—but he is a Conser- 
vative. He is a man of undoubted talent 
=-but he is a Conservative. He is a re- 
porter and a journalist of experience—but 
heisa Conservative. The ono fact that 
Mr, De Celles did not belong to nor sym- 
pathize with the party now in power was 
sfifficient to prevent his obtaining a con- 
tract for which he had put in the lowest 
tender, and which he was admitted to be 
eminentlyqualified to execute satisfactorily. 
It did not matter that it would cost from 
$3,000 to $4,000 more to have the work 
executed as the Grits proposed. That was 
nothing whew they could atthat rate secure 
a small amount of patronage for their 
hungry friends. The party was first 
in their thoughts, and country afterwards. 
In order to effect his purpose M. Cauchon 
for two days carried the report of the Com- 
mittee about in his pocket, thus most un- 
justly delaying the work, which was already 
far behind time, and treating the Commit- 
tee with contempt. During this time the 
course of procedure was resolyed upon, and 
when, in spite of every possible delay 
which the rules of the House permitted, 
the matter was brought up, it was moved 
on behalf of the Government that the 
work be performed by tho official translat- 
ors, although the Committee had unani- 
mously decided "not to adopt that mode of 
translation. A report of the debate which 
followed will be found in other columns, 
fromwhich it will be seen what a despica- 
ble course the Government took in this 
matter. Tho only plea which the support- 
crs of the Government were ablo to set up, 
was that Mr. DeCelles being a Crnserva- 
tive, he might not faithfully translate the 
speeches. Tn answer to this it was forcibly 
pointed out by the member for North Hast- 
ings, that the official reporter, Mr. F. Bur- 
goss, is a Grit, and that ho owns and edits the 
Government organ at the “capital, through 
which, in his capacity as editor, he daily 
comments in very strong language on the 
Opposition. Thus, though that gontloman 
holds a position in which the Opposition 
have much moro to fear from him than 
would the Ministorialists trom Mr. Do-

{t ought to be and it will be a lang timo be 
fore the peopl Ontario forget the pam 
of Egerton Ryerson, still longer will it 
bo Letore his works perish from the Jand, If 
he has made himsolf ensmics in the discharge 
of his duties, which required both judgment 
and firmness, patriotism and impartiality, a 
strong abiding sense of country first and in- 
dividua' interests afterwards, it should never 
bo forgotten that the course of action which 
brought aboutthis result was dictated solely by 
the desire to eerve the people of Ont Il 
to guard faithfully the interests cox to 
his care Even one of his «closing acts may 
sorve to ahow, to some extent, the di‘licultics 
with which he has had to contend in adminis- 
tering the business of his department, The 
publishing firm of James Campbell & Son, 
who have shown no small desire and put forth 
no small amount of enterprise to. procure a 
monopoly of the text book trade of this Pro- 
vinco—at least as faras relates to the Geogra- 
phies and Readrs—haye lately issued a list 
of books publ by thom, in which they 
represent fhoir aphies as authorized by 
the Council of Public Instruction. The Chief 

Superintendent wrote to the firm telling th 

the only action taken by the Counc’ 

tion which would not justify them in taking 
such steps as these to bring their books into 
ve, much less in offering inducements 
hers to introduce these books into 
ir schools in direct violation of the law. 
letter producing no effect, anotico has 
my igri in the Journal of Education for 
February, warning the teachers of Ontario 
against this attempt which has been made to 
have unauthorized toxt-books intecduced in- 
to the schools of the Proviace. It has been 
by combatting such attempts as these, and 
by his determination to carry out the laws in 
this respoct with the strictest impartiality, 
that Dr. Ryerson has incurred the hostility 
of many iniluential parties, both here 
and jn the Mother Country. How- 
over,e he has the satis‘action of feeling 
that tho loyal support of the people never 
failed him, and that by the exercise of their 
own good sonse they were able to understand

Not one a serving the name of a citi- 
zen of Ontavio will murmur at the amonnt of 
the retiring allowance assigned him, but all 
will unite in wishing that hoe may Jive long 
and bappy to enjoy a pension which he has so 
honeatly avd faithfully earned. The great 
work entrusted to his management has 
geown wondorfally during tho peviod that has 
intervened bewween 1844 and 1576, and a vom- 
parison of the system, and of the magnitude 
of the interests javolyed at these two periods, 
will evable the readers of the I’ve Press to 
form some opinion of the rapidity with 
which the work has fncreaed, aud of the en- 
ergy and liberality of the people in provi 
the means by which this work im‘g 
prosecuted. From the Jast Jownal we g 
the following interesting statistics, which 
will show the condition ot our school system 
in 1844 and in 1574—a differance of thirty 
years, a short period in the life of a nation. 
At the former period the number of teachers 
employed was 2,706 ; at the latter, 5,7: 
increase, 3,030 ; salaries of teachers at form- 
er period, $206,856 ; at the latier, $1,647,750 
—increase, $1,440,5: total expenditure at 
the former date, $275,000 ; at the latter, $2,- 
865,332—iucrease, i ; number of 
ils at the forn 3 at the latior, 
i 1 ; school houses at 
the former period, 2, at the latter, 4,527 
—increase, 2,3 maps at the former périod, 
0; at the latter, sent out from the depart- 
ment, 47,413 ; prize-books at the former 0, 
at the latter, sent out, 766,645 ; globes at the 
former 0, at tho latCer ; library books 
at the former 0, at the latter, sent vut, 266,- 
046 ; number of public ychool Jibrar'es at the 
formor date 0, at the latter 2,334. The value 
of the. maps, apparatus, prize, and Nbrary 
books sent out from the Depository up to the 
close of 1874 was including 
the hundred per cent. allowed Trustees 
all such purchase: No doubt the country 
Las greatly increased fn wealth,in population, 
in intelligence, and in general improvements 
of all kinds in this period, but from the 
statistics we have just quoted, it must be ad- 
initted that our Public School system bas 
more than kept pace with the progress of the 
country. ‘Chough the poople may feol regret 
at parting with Dr. Rycrson, under whoee 
administration the wonderful advance in 
national education has beon ac 1, still it 
would be selfish to deny to the veteran states- 
man and educationalist a season of repose, 
especially when he has reached the patriarchal 
ago of threo score years and ten, and someth- 
ing more. Richly does he deserve this 
period of rest, and we hope he may be long 
spared to see with pleasure and enjoyment the 
apreadl of those principles he has done so much 
in planting in the soil of Ontario, and the 
yrowth of that school system he has been so 
instrumental in forming and in fostering up 
to the present time. 


We are happy to see since writing the above 
that the Ontario Government are able to ap- 
preciate Dr, Ryerson's services so hi and 
value 40 much his long oxporience and. ma- 
ture judgment respecting qnestions education- 
al, that ho has beon inyited accepted the 
invitation, to spend a portion of his timo in 
hie old aueriars sand whilo relieved of official 
responsibility, to aid the departindhtal offic 
with suggestions and advice where necessary. 
This is a good arrangement, and one that will 
inect with general approval, ant obviate any 
danger to the system from the Madden and 
radical chai that have been introduced. 
This arran nont will also form a sort of gu 
antee to the people that, whore cverything is 
manipulated with a view to its political ef- 
fects, the school system of Ontario may, per- 
haps, be allowed to enjoy an oxemption from 
the general practice,

MRS, JOHN SEYMOUR'S PARTY, AND WHAT 
CAME OF JT, 


RS. John’ Seymour's party marked an 
M cra in the artnals of Soragddle: Of 
this you may be sure, my dear réader, when 
you consider that if was projected and ar- 
ranged by Mrs. Lillie, in stfict counsel with 
hor friend Mrs, Follingsbee, who had lived 
in Paxis, and been to balls at the Tuileries. 
Of course, it was a tip-top New-York-Paris 
party, with all the now, fashionable, un- 
speakablo crinkles and>wrinkles,—all the 
high, divine, spick*and span new ways of 
domg things; which, However, like the 
Eleusinian mysteries, bejng in their very 
nature incommunicable except to the clect, 
must be loft to the imagination. 

A French artiste, whom Mrs. Follingsbee 
patronized as “ my confectioner,” came in 
state to Springdale, with a retinue of ap- 
pendages and servants suflicient for a cirtus;

lute dictator, a8 was customary in the old 
Roman Republic in-times of emergency. 


Mr. Follingsbee was forward, fassy, and 
advisory, in lis Own ‘peculiar free-and-easy 
fashion ; and Mrs. Follingsbee was instruct- 
ive and patronizing to the yery last degree, 
Lillio had bewailed in her sympathizing 
bosom Jehn’s unaccountable and most sin: 
gular moral Quixotism ‘In regard to the 
wine question, and been comforted by her 
appreciative discourse, Mrs, Follingsbee

Itis not often that a woman can 
get an establishment like yours, and a good 
man into the bargain ; so, if the goodness 
is a little ennuyeuse, one must put up with’ 
it. Then, again, people of old established 
standing may do. about what they like 
socially ; their position is made. People 
only say, ‘Well that is their way ; the 
Seymours will do so and 50,’ Now, we 
have to do twice as much of orn to 
make our position, as certain other people 
do. *We tight flood our Place with pele 

e and Burgundy, and get all the young 
fellows drunk, as we generally do; and 
yet people will call our parties ‘bourgeois,’ 
and yours ‘recherche,’ if you give theni 
nothing but tea and biscuit. Now, there’s 
my Dick: he respects your husband ; you 
can seo he does, In his odious slang way, 
he says he’s ‘some,’ and a ‘brick ;’ and he's 
alittle anxious to please him, though he 

roYeases not to care fur anybody. Now, 
Dick has pretty sharp sense, after all, or 
he'd never have been just where he is." 

Our friend John, during these days pro- 
ceding the party, the party itself, and the 
clearing up aftér it, ehacted submissively 
that part of ‘unconditional surrender which 
the master of the house, if well trained, 
generally acts on such occasions. He re- 
sembled theprize ox, which ia led forth, 
adorned | ifidh /gatlands, ‘ribbons, and do- 
cility, to grace a triumphal ‘procéssion. He 
went where he was told, did as he was bid, 
marched to the right, marched to the left, 
put on gloves and cravat, and took them 
off, entirely submussive to the word of his 
little general ; and exhibited, in short, an 
edifying spectacle’ of that plbssant domestic 
animal, a tame Husband. “He had to make 
atoneinént for being» reformer, and for 
endeavoring to live like a Christian, by 
conceding to his wife all this latitude of 
indulgence ; and he meant to go through 
it like a man anda philosopher. To bo

‘There is no less pathos 
in moral than in physical imbecility, 

It is an observable social phonomenon 
that, when’ any family in a community 
makes an advantage Very greatly ahead of 
its neighbors jn style of living or splendor 
of ontertainments, the fact causes great 
searchings le in all the region 
round about,and abundance of talk, where- 
in the ‘thoughts of many heurts are ro-

con Streot, and went there, after Christ- 
mas, to enjoy the lectures, concerts, and 
select gayetios of the modern Athens; 
‘others, like the Forgusons and Seymours, |* 
were in intimate reiationship with the same 
circle. 

Now, it is well known that the real old 
true-bluc, Simon-pure, Boston family is 
one whose claims tg be considered ‘ the 
thing,” and the only thing, are somewhat 
like the claim of apostolic sucdession in an- 
cient churches. It is eday to see why cor- 
tain affluent, cultivated, and” eminently 
well-conducted people should’ be consider- 
ed ‘‘tho thing” in their day and generation, 
but why they should be considered as the 
“‘ only thing” is the point insoluble to hu- 
man reason, and to be received by faith 
alone ; ‘also, why certain other people, 
equally affluent, cultivated, and well-con- 
ducted are not “ the thing” is‘one of the 
divine mysteries, about which whoso ob- 
serves Boston society willdo well not too 
curiously to exercise his reason. 

These “ true blue” familics, however, 
have claims to respectability, which make 
them, on the whole, quite a venerable and 
pleasurablo featare of society in our young, 
topsy-turvy, American community, Some 
of them Have family records extending 
clearly back to the settlement of Massa- 
chusetts Bay; andthe family estate is still 
on Pe first cleared up by aboriginal 
settlers. Being of puritan nobility, they 
haye an ancestral record, affording’ more 
legitimate cause of family self-esteem than 
most other nobility. Theirhistory runs back 
toan ancestry of uriworldly faith’ and 
prayer and ‘self-denial, of incorruptible 
public virtue, steady resistance of evil,.and 
pursuit of good, 

There is also a literary aroma pervading 
their circles, Dim suggestions of The 
North American Review,” of “ The Dial,” 
of Cambridge,—a sort of vague‘ mielfluer” 
of authorship and poetry,—is supposed to 
float in the air around them; and it is 
generally understood that in their homes 
exist tastes and appreciations deniedto less 
favored regions.

‘That for the firat ton years only the interest 
should be levied for, and for the following 
reasons ;—Ist, That the portions of the coun- 
try most interested should pay most in pro- 
portion. 2nd, That this will ba accomplished 
Pydelaying the payment of principal, As the 
Railway and development of the iron interest 
produce their effect upon the country, a re- 
sponse will be felt in'those portions most di- 
rectly benefitted, by not only increased value 
of property, hut by ine long 
the line, but especially in the northeri 
ships, wil! there be not only increased value, 
but villages will spring up in the neighborhood 
of tho mining districts, and some of the prea- 
ent villages will assume in ten years tho pro- 
portions of Towns. It is not an exaggerated 
estimate but an under estimate to calculate 
that within ten years the back country will 
increase to the extent of at least two addi- 
tional front Townships, Taking this asa basis 
of caloulation, the result would be as follows: 
That Sidney would only have to pay one-sixth 
in place of one-tifth of the taxes, or in othor 
words, applied to this bonus, instoad of pay- 
ing $366 Fic would only pay 8305... ‘The rlow, 
in place of $348 would pay$200; and Tyendinaga 
in place of $270, would pay $225; and this 
proportion would’ be applied on all the tuxes 
raised for all purposes. This argument will 
apply to all parts of the country. So much 
for the delay in paying the sinking fund—and 
now as to the direct benefits: It will be found 
hy referring to the Treasurer's accounts, that 
the average annual expenditure on the gravel 
roads and bridges of the County for the last 4 
years, 1872, 1573, 1874 and 1875, amounts to 
about $15,000 ; this only includes.gravel roads 
and bridges; the gravel road leading from Belle- 
Ville to Madoc is one of the most travelled in 
the county; the principal damage dono to this 
line of road is by the heavy freights from the 
back country. This railway would at once 
remove this. Onan average it takes threo 
thousand dollars per annum to keep this road 
and the bridges on it in repair, It isa safe 
calculation to make that it will be one half 
loss—a saving of $1,500 por annuw,—a great 
deal of the heavy traffic from Marmora will 
find its way to the railway; and a good deal of 
the same class of tratlic that finds its outlet 
over the Hungerford road. The saving on 
these two lines would be equal to the Madoc 
lino—making a total saving of not less than 
$3,000. This would be an annual ‘saving. I 
may here state that I have not wholly de- 
pended in this panes on my own judg- 
ment, but have had it confirmed by the opin- 
ions of gentlemen quite competent from muni- 
pal experience to give an opinion, This saving 
would nearly equal the interest and sinking 
fund to be paid annually by the whole Coun- 
ty on this bonus By-law. As to the direct 
benofits it would be useless as well as dishon- 
est to attempt to show that thoy will fall 
equally on all pares of the County, but when 
the general advantages are considered and 
when it is also considered how small the 
sum required is to give this great enterprise 
a fair financial basis,it surely cannot be other- 
wise than ,it will receive the sanction of 
the ratepayers of this County. To make this 
basis is to secure the early construction of 
the tailway and smelting works, as the pro- 
moters propose to have the road opened for 
traflic by the first of next October, and the 
smelting works completed as soon as it is pos- 
siblo, The Company ask no payments from the 
County until the railway is accepted by tho 
Government, and they are willing that oll 
parties owning mines shall have equal facil- 
ities with Mossrs, Partlee & Lloyd for passing 
their freight over the road.

Tn tho first place procure a sharp Knife, 
having a point that turns up a little, the 
f which should be whetted on a fine 
grittod stone untilit is keon, Thon have 
another sharp knife rounding at the o¢ 
at the point to flay with. Grind and whet 


the edge sharp, as one is more liable to cut | 
the skin with a dull imife than with a sharp 
one. Grind the carving knife also and whet 
the edge sharp, when you are not in pos- 


sossion off good butcher's knife, Out the 
throat of the calf cl to tho under jaw. 
After tho blood has ceased to flow turn tha 
calf on its back and let tht operator rip the 
akin, making wlit thoentire length of the} 
caroaso, from the throat ‘over the contre of 
the breast in the line of the navel to the 
yent. Let him now stand by the side of 
the careaso, with his face looking the way 
the hoad Jies, and taking the fore foot in 
his left hand, run the point of his knife in 
the lino of the cloft of the foot and cap of | 
the knee, up the front of the leg aud into | 
the contre ait of his bosom. For the hind 
leg, having reversed his position, let the slit 
be made in thé line of the heel, oyer the 
contre of the cap of the hock, down tho 
back ofthe ham into the central slit. In 
this way the hide, when spread out, will 
have a square form without long i c- 
tions, Next hang the carcase up by the 
hind legs and allow it to remain suspended 
for six or cight hours. Let the entrails be 
removed as soon as itis hung up. By al- 
lowing the carcase to hang for a few hours 
prior to removing the skin the flesh will ap- 
pear much nicer and of lighter color, The 
usual way is to rip the skin of the forward 
leg on the inside, which is wrong. _ It is al- 
ways more advisable to leave a small quan- 
tity of flesh on tho hide, than to cut the 
skin only a part of the way through it.

THE AUSORDENT POWER OF SOILS, 


Sir Humphrey Davy was tho first chemist 
that ever gave a regular course of lectures 
on agriculturel, which were in the first and 
second decades of this century, before tho 
British board of agriculture m the city of 
London. He found by experimentthat 1,- 
000 pounds of a ‘very fertile soil from 
East Lothian, made perfectly dry, gained 
eighteen pounds weight inan hour,” expos- 
ed tocommon airin the city named. A 
yory fertile soil from Somersotshire gained 
sixteen pounds in the same time, A sandy 
soil from Essex gained eleven pounds, A 
soil of Bag-shot heath gained only three 
pounds. One hundred and six pounds of 
dry quartz sand placed ina proper vessel 
abgorbed twenty-live pounds of water be- 
fore any came through so as to drop. Cal- 
careous sand (that from lime rock) took up 
twenty-nine pounds of water before drop- 
ping. A loamy soil, forty Ibs. ; English 
chalk gained, forty-five pounds ; clay loam, 
fifty pounds ; puro clay, seventy~ pounds, 
Here the practical farmer has evidence 
where areliable man found 106 pounds of 
pure clay, throughly dried, probably in a 
te stove, took seventy pounds of water 
before one drop passed out of it, Sucha 
soil is too tenacious of water and has an 
excess of clay. 


It needs under draining ; 
and does best in meadow and pasture. A 
more loamy, open soil that will hold forty 
pounds of water in 100 of earth is best for

The common dryness or dampness of the 
atmosphere is an important factorof the 
problem of fertility and plant growth. A 
mixture of vegetable mould, sand, red clay 
and lime salts, made pervious to the air by 
thouse of the plough and other imploments 
of tillage, has generally. given tho best r5- 
turnsin crops, and drawn the most moisture 
and plant food from the ever-moying at- 
mosphere. 

Plants and animals, when they die and 
rot, fill the air with fertilizing gases, and 
the cultivator of the soil wants to learn 
how he may draw manure from the exhaust- 
ible store house with the least trouble and 
expense, Perfect tillage, to condense 
these fertilizing gases and yapors in the 
pores of thé soil, is the first step in this 
direction. All plants that grow on dead 
trees,rail and plank fences, rock and stones 
are yery cellular and porous,. In the gra- 
nite wilderness of Northern New York, 
deer, moose and elk subsist through long 
and cold winters on moss, which must con- 
tain all the element of their flesh, bones 
and blood. G symour shot a moose, 
of large size, which in our view of the ani- 
mal stands out boldly the representative of 
fertility,in a sterile region, between almost 
naked granite and what may be regarded 
as exceptionally pure air surrounding this 
ponte «crystalline r Buffalo and 
huge Elephants once grazed in Tennessee,

endeavor to do all that they could. . 

Mr, Aahley thought it would be well to wait 
a year, and seo how the new License Act works, 

Mr. Wilmot said they all knew his princi 
ples, but he would like to have an expression 
of opinion as to the probability of the passage 
of this By-law. He had more faith in the 
Donkin Act than others had, but he should 
not like to see the measure brought forward 
tobedefeated. ‘TheTown, he thought, should 
act simultancously with the County in this 
matter.

It is true that 
human nature as found in America is just 
the same as that of the rest of the world— 
no better and no worse. An equal number 
of Americans and Englishmen or Canadians, 
judge apart from the influence of their po- 
litical systems, possess negative and positive 
qualities of good and evil in an equal pro- 
portion ; but if comparison be made in 
the circles where the political system of 
each has developed its own genius, then 
that moulded by the American system of 
Universal Suffrage will be found, beyond 
compare, lower than English or Canadian, 
the creation of a qualified franchise. Tho 
stream cannotrise higher thanitssource,and 
while universal suffrage continues to be the 
political lever of the United States,her po- 
litics and politicians cannot become purer 
than they are. Bad, however, as the sys- 
tem is in politics, its influence is in- 
calculably worse when applied to the 
selection of the men who are to administer 
law and justice. A judge who hus gained 
his position,and must retain it,through the 
influence of ward politicians and the 
rowdy element which they control, will not 
bo likely to, and asa matter of fact does 
not punish evil and repress crime, 6r deal

THE GEORGIAN BAY BRANCH RAILWAY, 
Hon. Mr, Read moved that an humble 
address be presented th His Excolloncy the 
Governor-General, praying that His Ex- 
colloncy will cause to be laid before the 
House copies of all correspondence be- 
tween tho Damiinipn and Ontario Govern- 
ments, regarding the granting of land or 
any other aid by, the Ontario Govern- 
ment tothe Georgian Bay Branch Rail- 
way. Weare aware that a contract was 
given out last peer for the construction of 
the Georgian Bay Branch Railway. We 
aro also aware that in the terms of con- 
20,000 acres of land per mile was to 
be given to the contractor, but we are not 
aware, nor is the country aware, when or 
where the land is to be giv Tt is time 
the country should know, now that the 
contract has been awarded over a year, 
where this land is to come from. I have 
taken some little paina to ascertain where 
it is, as the road is one in which Ontario 
is interested, and I suppose the Govern- 
mont of this Province would at loast give 
some grant towarda it. I fail to find that 
such has been tho caso, and I cannot. con- 
ceive why this railway has been left out in 
the cold while most all other railways in 
Ontario have been granted aid. We know 
that the Ontario Government have ap- 
propriated, at different times, large amounts 
of money in aid of railway enterprises. In 
1871 they appropriated one million and a 
half ofdollars ; in 1872$400,000and $100, - 
000 a year for twenty years asa railway 
subsidy fund. Last session they were very

But this is not all ; last year they gave 
to railways of the third class subsidies as 
follows ;—Grand Junction Railway, 45 
miles, $1,000 per mile, $45,000, although 
the same road had previously been granted 
$2,000 per mile. The Kingston & Pem- 
broke Railway, 16 miles, received $3,750 
per mile, $60,000. Then there was another 
class to which they offered to give 28,000 
per mile—the Pacific Junction; but the 
Georgian Bay branch was neglected.

If we add to this the grant tothe G. Junc- 
tion and Kingston & Pembroke,$60,000, it 
will make $1,233, 600, Taking the grants 
of 1870-71, 1872 and 1876 we find the 
Government pledged to grants amounting to 
over $5,000,000, but we cannotfindthat they 
have given a dollar towards the Gebrgian 
Bay Branch from Renfrew to Douglas and 
West. The only reason to be assigned, we 
suppose, is the people of Ontario know that 
the scheme does not doserye itorthe Goyern= 
ment wobld not have been disposed to 
neglect it, The road is under contract, 
though it had no businéss oven to bo given 
out, and I hope something will turn up 
that it will not be constructed. I have 
very good grounds for saying that it never 
should be, Looking at the maps we find 
roads running in the same direction with- 
ina short distance, the Grand ‘Trunk to 
Sarnia and Goderich,the Wellington Grey 
and Bruce to Kincardine and Southampton, 
the Northern Railway to Collingwood, and 
the Midland Railway,all competing for this 
little traffic. If the House would look at 
the stocks of these roads they would find 
that none of them were in a prosperois 
condition, yet this Government seems to 
think they ought todo allin their power 
to destroy these roads, Tomy mind this 
is a coursd'of action thatwhouldnét be pur- 
sued. Wo know \that most of these roads 
in Ontagio have buen liberally aided by the 
people ofthe localities througl-which they 
run, but nobody has been: willing to give 
anything towardsthe Georgian Bay Branch, 
If this 20,000 weres of land per mile if of 
value; the contractor, may beable td raise 
money on it,but nobody knows where it is, 
It will be said that this road shortens the 
distance to the west by the utilization of 
the water stretches. I deny this in toto. 
Wo have the best authority to state that 
there are roads already constructed and 
running that are a shorter route botwoon 
the upper lakes and Montreal than the 
Georgian Bay Branch. We know that 
when it is constructed it will be over 420

THE BONANZA MANIA IN KAN FRANCISCO,” 


(San Francisco Correspondence of the Philad 
pha Bulletin.) ©. 7° Philadel 
“The people here are crazy on the subject 
of stocks, Men, women and children all 
deal in them. You step inte a boot-black- 
ing establishment, and as the darkey brush- 
es the mud off he remarks: ‘ Chollar’s 
looking up, sah, Quite a bulge dey got on 
Californey,”” You can buy stock from 25 | 
conts up to $480 a share ; so everybody, 
from the richest man in the city down to 
the newsboys, can handle it. To illustrate 
the extent to which this gambling mania 
atlects all classes of people, I will relate a 
little incident which came under my own 
observation, I was dining at the Palace 
Hotel. Tho waiter placed a plate of soup 
in front of the gentleman opposite me, a 
prominent stock broker, whom we will call 
Smith. Ashe put down the plate the wait- 
er irked : 


Smith hat do vou think of Nevada 


“Well, 1 think they are a good purchase 
at $26,” said Mr. Smith. 

‘Tse got ten shares dat cost me 18,” said 
the darkey, ‘‘and I guess yeu may sell dem 
for me in de morning. Fish, sah?” 

“Yes, bring me some séa bags.” 

Tho fish was brought and the conversa- 
tion continued ; 

** What do you think of Ophir, sah ?” 

‘Well, I don't think it will go much 
higher. They run it up to $3 to-day,” 

“T’se got fifteen shares ot dem dat I hold 
a good while. 1 bought ’em in at $5. I 
guess you can selt dose too." 

And so it went on through the entire 
dinner, With each course was an order to 
buy or sell some stock. The fellow had in- 
vested his little savings in bargains on 
trades, and cleaned up nearly ‘$2,000 as 
the result of his operations. The conduct- 
ors on street cars hardly have time to col- 
lect fares, they are so much occupied in 
trading with the drivers. There are some 
queer stories told of the means adopted to 
influence the market. One of the leaders 
of the Big Bonanza ring, when asked for 
points by his friends, tells them that he 
cannot say anything, but “they may read 
the despatches on his desk. These des- 

atches he himself had dictated, and when 
his friends buys or sglla on the strength of 
them, he finds some bright morning that 
he has been bucking against the ring and 
been swallowed up. Another well known 
operator who lived at Virginia City, and

companion, came down to San Francisco, 
and after a few days wrote his fair friend 
to buy shares in a certain mine. Of course 
the woman told one or two intimate friends 
they told others, and as soon as these pec- 
ple had bought all they could put up mar- 
gins for, the ring began to deliver stock. 


The stock had been watered and the out- 
siders swindled. Some say that the oper- 
ator who engineered the thing reimbursed 
his lady friend, while others say he had 
not even the yrace todo that.

THIRD SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


~ Fray, March 10. 

The following is the Mail's summary of 
the debate on Sir John Macdonald's resolu- 
tion on the tariff question :— 

Sir John Macdonald commenced speak- 
ing to his amendment immediately after 
the recess, and addressed the House for an 
hour and a quarter. His speeeh was free 
from the slightest attempt to work upon 
the feelings of members. It was an appeal 
to their intelligence, a carefully crieilareel 
argument in fayor of a large measure of 
encouragement to home industries, He 
said he was well aware that his amendment 
would be voted down, but it would at all 
events be put’on record, and he felt sure 
that upon the issue raised the country 
would favor the party for which he spoke. 
Long enough, he asserted, we had played 
a conciliatory game with the United 
States. It was time we should formulate 
4 fiscal policy for ourselves on sympathy 
with our own needs, and in such a way as 
would lead to tho greatest good of the 
greatest number, 
Mr. Cartwright made a brief reply, 
squarly defending the most ultra Free Trade 
views, He even went to the extent of de- 
claring that ho is not in * favor of ‘‘incident- 
al protection.”

DOMINION PARLIAMENT, 
DEBATE ON THE TARIFF 


SIR JOHN MACDONALD'S SPEECH 
ON HIS AMENDMENT. 


On the motion for the House to go into 
Committee of Supply, 

Sir Joux Macponavy said ho rose for tho 
posprse of prope i the motion which ho 
had given notice the other night. The 
motion, astho Houso had observed, was a 
complement, a fulfilment of the proposition 
made by his hon. friend from Montreal West. 
Tn making a motion, which a sense of dut 
compelled him to do, he (Sir John) did it 
without any hope of getting a majority of the 
Honso to assent to it. The declared course 
and policy of the Government and the sup- 
port which that policy received at the hands 
ofa majority ofthe House, pie ded him 
from having any expectation of success in his 
motion, Tho course and declaration of the 
Government ron pale him to believe that 
no motion favorable to the protection of our 
great industries, both manufacturing and ag- 


ricultural, would meet with the sanction ot 
the House. In the first place the country 
and the House had a right to form a different 
opinion. It had been announced by news- 
papers supposed to be fayorablo to the Goy- 
ernment, in a8 explicit terms as was consistent 
with official reticence, and especially bad it 
been announced by the Globe, which is the 
avowed and confidential organ of the Admin- 
istration, that an increase in the tariff would 
take place. Then they had a right to oxpect 
this, from the statement of the hon. member 
for Montreal West. He (Mr. Work- 
man) was of tho opinion that the 
Government had authoriged him to make the 
declaration to his constituents, that Proteo- 
tion would be granted to manufacturers. Tho

made them leave with the impression that 
thoy had been promised an alteration in and 
an increase of the tariff, It might be uripar- 
liamentary for him (Sir John) to say, in view 
of the statement of the Government, that thi 
increase had really been promised explicitly, ; 
but it was quite clear from the opinions form- 
ed and the inferences drawn, that these dele- 
pees composed as they were at shrewd 
business men, were allowed to go away with 
an idea that achange would be made, But 
their expectations were set aside. All hope 
was lost, The manufacturors of this country 
now know their fate, They now knew that 
from the present Government with their pre- 
sent majority, they had no hope of the allevi- 
ation of their position, no hope of aid in their 
distress,.no encouragement for the future. 
(Hear, hear.) His hon. friend at the head of 
the Government had also contributed to dis- 
seminate and increase the idga that the 
Government were to deal with this subject 
in the direction of an increase, from his 
bringing out the hon, member for West Mon- 
Par as on avowed Protectionist. The 
country had a right to suppose that he (Mr. 
Workman) was speaking with authority when 
he asserted that the tariff would be changed. 
But the Premier had returned to his first love, 
and had not only announced that no altera- 
tion in the tariff would be made, nor any as- 
sistance given to our manufacturers, but he 
had assailed the very grounds ypon which 
thoy applied for relief. Ho had ridiculed 
their pretensions and attacked the doctrines 
and principles upon which thoy asked for 
relief, While he condemned the munufactur- 
ers, he ridiculed tle agriculturlists, and 
treated them with almost contempt, Added 
to this, the whole of the Ministerial party 
rapturously applauded and cheered to the 
echo the pronunciamento of the hon. member 
for North York, who declared that the great 
“« Reform,” the great ‘‘ Liberal’ party, had 
nailed to their mast the principle of Free 
Trade absolutely and unconditionally, under 
all circumstances. Still he (Sir John) felt it 
his duty to bring this subject oncemore before 
the House and country, though he had no 
hopes that the judgment of the House would 
be favorable to the proposition he had sub- 
mitted, He felt no hesitation in saying that 
the resolution would be lost by a consider- 
able majority, but it would be on the records 
of the House. It would be for the country 
hereafter to judge between the two parties, 
whether the principle of coming forward and 
aiding the industries of the country or of neg- 
lecting their claims was more to the interest 
ofthe country. Tho motion he mae would 
have another advantage, it would allow cer- 
tain hon. gentlemen toshow their consistency. 
It would give the hon. members for Tisiopla 
and Brant another opportunity of showing 
their Breat interest in the development of tho 
manufacturers of this country. (Hear, hear.) 
His hon. friend from Lincoln made an admir- 
able spe: it even convinced him (Sir John). 
(Hear, hear, and laughter ) There was a story 
of a Scotch baronet, a friend of Pitt, who said 
that speeches often changed his opinion but 
neyer hjs vote, and so it was with the hon. 
member for Lincoln, He mado a speech for 
the purpose of conyincing others that the 
Government were wrong in not affording Pro- 
tection to the various industries, but although 
he did this his affection for the Government, 
his desire to keep them in power, made him 
yoto against the pr sposition that the Govern- 
ment ought to have granted assistance to the 
manufacturers. - He spoke one way and voted 
another. Perhaps, however, the hon. gentlo- 
man did not express his own candid opinion, 
He made his speech at a particular timo, just 
before the local election for the county of Lin- 
coln, and perhaps it was made not so much 
for the purpose of expressing his own opinion 
as for the purpose of diverting tho vote ip 
favor of his friend, Mr. Neelon, (Hear, hear.) 
He (Sir John) did not intend to keep the 
attention of the House very long on this 
subject, as it had heen discussed at some 
Ienath before, and as many of his hon. friends 
cn both sides of the House had expressed va- 
riows opinions upon it. With respect to his 
von taten, which had been published, he saw 
jn tho Globe that it was vaid by that’ journal 
that it was not specific enough, that it was too 

ague and general, He was Se that an 
able and experienced journal like the Globe 
should bo so ignorant of constitutional princi- 
plos, practice ‘and propricty as to expect that 
the Opposition were to assume the functions 
of the Government of tho day and to prepare 
counter propositions. If tho Government had 
come n with a tariff and had made certain 
propositions, then it might have been proper,

of information that could only be obtained

the intelligence of the electors of Lambfon in 
electing the hon. leader of the Government 
and enabling him by his ability to obtain the 
Peition he now so worthily held, but which 
he would much moro worthily hold if he had 
othe: epinons as to tho necessity of coming 
forward at this moment in helping the conn: 
try in the present depression, He (Sir John) 
was not going to claim that the agricultural- 
ists wore coming to the House in forma pat- 
peris, or that they wore suffering from peca- 
niary difficulties, or that they could not live 
in comfort. But that was not the question. 
The question was whether they had not the 
right under the circumstances’ of tho case to 
expect an alteration of the tariff to place 
them on tho same footing with their 
brother agriculturists on the other side 
of the line, (Loud choers.) Let the House 
look back at the circumstances of this country 
before reciprocity was granted, In Upper 
and Lower Canada, there ‘was an outery for 
a treaty to enable the natural products of the 
two countries tobe exchanged. For years 
and years they pressed it upon the Govern- 
ments of the day, and these Governments 
Frome. it upon the consideration of Her 
Majesty’s Government, and through Her 
Majesty's Government upon the United 
States, That agitation commenced with the 
Baldwin Government and continued under 
Sir Francis Hincks’ administration, and it 
was finally finished under the Government 
of Sir Allan MacNab, of which he (Sir John) 
Was amomber. It was true, Sir Allan Mac- 
Nab's Government had no right tg claim, 
and they never did claim, any credit for the 
treaty, It had been concluded and perfected 
before they entered into power. Their only 
duty was in placing the measyre before the 
H and jn oarrying it through So 
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anxious was the country for it, and so bene~ 
ficial was it anticipated to be, that the Goy- 
ernment of the day voted a sum which, on 
the whole, amounted to £20,000, for the 
purpose of paying the e: 
negotiations of the treaty, and would any- 
body say that the farming, ssanufacturing, 
andall the interests of the. county had not 
increased in prosperity in consequence of that 
treaty So much was this the case that it 
was with the greatest apprehensions of ruin 
that our people looked upon the approaching 
cancellation of that treaty. The country 
looked anxiously for relief when the treaty 
was abrogated, and every effort was made by 
the Canadian Government and Her Majesty's 
Government in our interests for the purpose 
ofrenewing that treaty. Every concession 
possiblo and consistent with self-respect was 
made; but the American Governme ‘t refused 
torenew it. Itwas agreat blow to the 
Various agricultural interests of this country. 
The gloomy pEpebenenns of ruin were ha) 
pilynot realized. A self-confident and self- 
reliant people, blessed with a fertile soil sur- 
vived and overcame the great losses that fell 
upon the country in consequence of the cut- 
ting off of a great and valuable market. We 
have survived it ; but we knowif we had 
had that market we would have got on ex- 
ceedingly better. There were three reasons 
why the treaty was ended—one reason was 
the hostility which existed between the 
United States and Great Britain and her 
Colonies, to some extent occasioned by the 
heart: burning occasioned by the proceédings 
connected with the civil war: another rouson 
was the idea that existed jn the United States 
thatif our people were shut out from the mar- 
ket of poople ten times ttfeir number they 
would be forced by tho pressure of circum- 
stances tobe favorable to annexation: and 
the last reason was that the agriculturalists of 
the United States, especially along the fron- 
tier, opposed the treaty because they said 
they were interfered with in their own mar- 
ket, and that, therefore, it was proper that 
we should be excluded. The farmers of our 
own country aro intelligent, but so also are 
those of the United States; and was it any 
wonder that our farmers should say ‘* what 
is Good for them is good for us, ahd if we can- 
not have their market neither shall they have 
ours?” This was a natural feeling of fair 
play, for if the Americans shut us out of their 
markets we have a right to shut them out of 
ours, Ifit could be shown thatto adopt 
that course would be injurious to our 
farmers then he would not pursue it ; but 
he could not understand the statement of those 
entlemen who with one breath said it would 
e injurious aud in the next told us that we 
raised a surplus stock that had to be export- 
ed If we had a surplus, if wo could supply 
allour people and still have a great deal to 
send out of the country, what harin could it 
be if we had reciprocity, or, if we could mot 
get that, to exclude the Americans from our 
markets as they exclude us from theirs? It 
had been said by some hon. gentlemen in tho 
course of the discussion on the question, 
“Oh ! but we import very largely from the 
United States, and it is good for our carrying 
trade to have the American cereals pass 
through onr canals ; it gives employment to 
our shipping.” It was true that was a great 
advantage, but that was not the the question 
at all. If wo put a duty upon those American 
products hick came into this country from 
the United States, and were consumed in this 
country, we would still have the carrying 
trade that we have. But it Was said “ They 
grow Indian corn cheaper in the United 
States than wo do here.”” Well, he believed 
they did, and that thereforo the putting on of 
aslightdaty upon the article would to a certain 
extent, butto alimited extent, increase the price 
of thatproductto the people who used it in this 
country. Indian corn was not required in 
this country to any amount but for distillery 
urposes. A’ small duty put on it would 
bring a considerable revenue to the Govern- 
ment, o matter of great importance, especially 
ina time of distroas sand depression like the 
present, a time, too, when we Rae a deficiency, 
tt would encourage the growth of coarse 
grains in this country, and as long as we 
haye distilleries even his hon, friend from 
South Ontario would admit that those must 
bo supplied, He (Sir John) thought that our 
farmera might as well got a good price for 
theirrye and their peas, and also for their 
potatoes and whatever else was used in these 
blishments, as that tho Americans should 
get the profit,

How Manpres are Mapve.— Tho chief 
place of manufacture of marbles—those lit- 
tle pieces of stone which contribute so largely 
to the enjoyment of boys, is at Oberstein, 
on the Nahe, in Germany, where there are 
large agate mills and quarries, the refuse of 
which is turned to a good paying account 
by being made into small balls,employed by 
experts to knuckle with and mostly sent to 
the American market. The substance used 
in Sax@ny is ahard, calcareous stone, which 
ia first brokeninto blocks, nearly square, 
by Llows with w hammer. These are thrown 
by thd hundred or two into a small gort of 
mill, which is formed of flat,stationary slabs 
of stone, with anumberof eccentric furrows 
upon its face. A block of oak, or other 
hard wood, of the diametric size is placed 
over the stones and partly resting upon them. 
The small block of wood is kept revolving, 
while water flows upon the stone slab. In 
| about fifteen minutes the stones are turned 
into spheres, and then, being fit for salo, are 
henceforth called marbles. One establish- 
meut, with but three niills, turns out 60,- 
000 marbles each week. 


Sux Powxr.—According to a statement 
in the American Manvfacturer,Mr. Ericson 
has constructed an engine to be driven by 
\the sun power, which if successful, will 
| evoke an illimitable motive power in pre- 
cisely those regions of the globe where the 
strength of animals ‘and men is the least 
available. He thinks, for example, that in 
cloudless Upper Egypt, there may grow a 
mighty manufacturing nation while in effect, 
the tropics will become the place of labor of 
the world, and the temperate regions that 
of the homes and schools ; the cheapness 
| and facility of transportation keeping up 
their rate of progress. The motor, as 
described, is substantially a steam. engine 
| driven by heat derived from polarized sun- 
shine, each ten square feet of which yields 


one horse power, of minimum avails, after 
‘all losses and allowances, upon practical ex- 
periment. The inventor curiously reckons 
the stupendous waste of sun power by se- 
lecting out several strips of land making al- 
togecher eight thousand miles long, one mile 
in width, equal to 223,000,0U0,000 square 
feet—of which mere chalk mark on the 
carth’s surface the power wasted would, it 
is estimated by the inventor, drive moro 
than two thousand millions of one-horse 
power engines. —Trade List.

DEBATE ON THE TARIFF 


SIR JOHN MACDONALD'S SPEECH 
ON HIS AMENDMENT. 


CONTINUED, 


Mr, CAMenon—What about barley t 

Sir Jonx MacpoxALp—My hon, friend asks 
about barley, Why,we do sell our barley to 
the United States, and it ia subject to a duty 
of 15 cents a bushel, I think our farmers 
raise that grain notwithstanding that duty, 
and if wo put aduty of 15 per cent. on barley 
coming into this country from the United 
States, it would not diminish by a single 
bushel the amount of barley we sell to the 
Americans ; 0, nor would it diminish our 
sales to them with a duty of 20 or 25, oreven 
a hundred per cent. on theirs. It was be- 
coming all important to this country that the 
Government should encourage and protect 
the growth of coarse grains, It was as ovi- 
dent as could be that the market for our 
wheat and flour in Europe was diminishing, 
and would diminish, There were rivals for 
the production of wheat and tlour coming 
into the field, which Canada would not be 
able to hold her own against. Before the 
Crimean war butlittle flour came from Russia, 
except via the Baltic and from the countries 
bordering on the Black Sea, Altogether 
Russia was one of the finest wheat-growin, 
countries in the world, there was no means o: 
bringing out the crops of that country and 
sending them to foreign markets, nor could 
the wheat grown in Hungary be brought out, 
owing to want of roads, especially railroads, 
Since then the south of crank had been 
covered with a net-work of railways, and 
year after year the people in that part of the 
world would become more and more in com- 
petition with us in Liverpool, and force our 
armors to seek other channels through which 
to send their wheat to market, in short to 
depend upon other sources of income, That 
was another reoson why the growth of coarse 
grains should be encouraged in this country, 
and why, with a view to our having a large 
population-which would consume the products 
of our farmersand manufacturers, they should 
be fostered, It was not denied that the 
buyers of tlour and wheat were governed ver: 
much by: prices in the Liverpool market, It 
was different, however, with all the other 
articles of produce, the prices of which Were 
Foxemed more by the state of the market 
here, unless for very exceptional revsons and 
at very exceptional times, 
_ An'Hon, Member—Peas and oats are cheap 
in Europe. 
Sir Jou Macvonaup said he had known 
oats to be shipped from Europe to Canada. 
It had been alleged that our farmers did not 
look upon protection with favor, or rather 
that they looked upon it with indifference. 
Why, they had heard tho member for South 
Brant say the other night that they would 


have a hundred thousand farmers joni 
havea hundred thousand framers petitioning 


(Sir John) had received from the agricultural 
constituencies in the shape of letters etc., the 
farmers were in favour of treating the Ameri- 
cans as they treated us, and (as the Americans 
are resolved to keep us out of their markets) 
of adopting the same policy with them ant 
encouraging in every way possible an increase 
of our manufacturing popu lation, so that they 
would have a éafe and certain market, a mar- 
ket at their own doors which would not be 
dependent on the exigencies of other countries. 
One proof of the fact that farmers are all alive 
to the importance of this subject was given 
the other night in this House by an hon. gen- 
tleman who had pointed out that farmers had 
voluntarily puta tax upon themselves and 
their children, upon their farms and their 
houses, for the rake of encouraging manufac- 
tures in the way of granting bonuses. (Hear, 
hear.) He (Sir John)said that was conclusive 
proce that the people of this country were wil- 
ling to tax themselves for the yparpoee of en- 
couraging manufactures; but if manufactures 
could be encouraged in any other Way than by 
putting taxes directly on themselves, if they 
could be encouraged by putting taxes on the 
foreign producers, of course the farmers would 
prefer that to granting bonuses, It was said 
with reference to the putting of a duty upon 
American agricultural producta or the raising 
of the tariff with respect to manufactures, ‘'O, 
but this is a retaliatory Neo ae is an un- 
worthy polioy, and more than that, it will ex- 
cite the feeling of the United States against 
ua." Yow we had played that conciliatory 
game long enongh. We had played it ad 
nauseam.. We had gone to the very verge of 
self-respect inendeayoring toobtain a reeipro- 
city treaty with the United States. The 
Americans had no reason to complain if we 
treated them a8 they treated ys, and thoy 
would not complain, They were peoplo of 
common sense and know better, If we 
treated them as they treated us they could 
not suppose that it was from hostile desire to 
injure them ; but it was said that that 
was the old Tory style of doing business, It 
was, they said, the style in which countries 
acted towards each other inthe infancy of | 
political economy. That idea was expressed 
some years ago inthis Hoyse, it Was as- 
serted ou that occasion that it was only by 
the disciples of the old obsolete schools of 
political economy that a rotaliatory policy | 
could be defended, He(Sir John) then re- 
forrgs) to the course takon by Mr. Canning, 
tho founder, as far as practival government 
was concerned, of the modern sphool of 
olitical economy, the master at whose feot 
rr Huskison was educated, and whose prin- 


ciples Huskison carried out. Canning’s libor- 
al principle was known, and yet what was 
the course he took towards tho Governmont 
Of the Netherlands when they puta heavy 
duty on English shipping? Ho (Sir John) 
had quoted before and would now quote | 
again the colebrated poetical despatch which 
he (Canning) sent on that occasion to Sir 
Charles Bagot at the Hague, The despatch | 
was simply this :—- 
“In matters of commerce the fault of tho | 
Dutch, 

Ix giving too little and asking too much ; 
| With qual advantage the French are content, | 

So we'll tax all fint bottoms at twenty. por 
cent.” 
And that was put on. Ho (Sir John) maid 
that the Americans would have no right to 
complain if tho Government of this country 
dealt out to them the samo measure of tarilf 
that they dealt out tous. They ought not, | 
df course, to uso an old proverb, to * out off | 
their nose to spite their face,” If the Gov- | 
| ernment believed that to increase the tariff 
against the Americans was going to be an in- 
jury to this country, they oAghE not to in- 
crease it; bat ax he (Sir John) had been argu- 
| ing, and as it would be found, the farmers of 
Canada would argue When the matter came 
to be discnssod by thom in thoir homos around 
their fires with their neighbors, if to increase 
tho tariff would not be an injury to this coun 
try, they should deal out to the United States 
just the game reciprovity that the United 
tates dealt out to us.

Tho Minister of 
Finance had not told them the amount of the 
expected deticiency or revenue ; perhaps he 
(Mr. Cartwright) would tell them to-night 
what it was. It must be a serious one, or tho 
financial question would not have been dealt 
with so seriously as it was by the hon, gen- 
tleman, The retrenchment which was 
promised must take place in one of two 
Ways—it must cither be in curtailing the 
ordinary expenditure of Government or clse 
curtailing the Public Works, He (Sir John) 
could not believe that the Government would 
retrench the expenditure in the administration 
of public affairs so as to imperil the officiency 
of that administration. He therefore presum- 
ed that ifsetrenchment had taken place in 
that direction it should have taken place 
whether there was a deficit or not, -(Hear, 
hear.) He took it that retrenchment in tho 
ordinary expenditureof the Government could 
be of little consequence ; in fact that there 
had been no retrenchment there at all. Com- 
paring the estimates of this year with the Pub- 
ic Accounts of last year, he tound that the 
expenditure of last year and the expenditure 
that was expected this year were about the 
same ; but comparing them with the expendi- 
ture of the year before, there would be a very 
large increase this year, (Hear, hear.) If, 
then, the retrenchment on which the Govern- 
ment relied was not to be achieved by cheese- 
paring in regard to the expenditure in the ad- 
ministration of public affairs, it could only re- 
sult from the Government ceasing to prosecute 
those public works for which appropriations 
had been made by Parliament ; and he (Sir 
John) thought that it was most a lamentable 
thing. He thought this country could well 
afford to prosecute these works at the present 
time. In the present depressed state of the 
country, with tirms working half time in the 
different manufactories, and with a great deal 
of suffering among the working classes, sub- 
stantial relief would have been afforded to the 


Why were those works stopped ?

Sir Joux Macponxap said he was arguing 
that retrenchment by which the Government 
hoped to make up any deficiency which their 
might be, must either in their reducing the 
expenses of the administration of affairs, or in 
their ceasing to prosecute public works. The 
hou. Finance Minister had not shown in what 
way retrenchment had been effected. He (Sir 
John Macdonold), said with reference to the 
first of these alternatives, that if theretrench- 
ment in that way could have been made, it 
ought to have been made whetherthere wasa 
pebciensy or not; butif not in that way, it 
could only be made by means of the non-pro- 
secution of public works. His hon. friend op- 
posite had laughed a good deal, had sneered 
at the expression “incidental protection.” In- 
cidental protection, the hon. gentleman said, 
was a contradiction of terms. He (Sir John) 
8. Seu ee trues are amerleewewnay we 
thought, by his hon. friend from Bothwell, 
that the last alteration in the tariff by which 
it was raised from 15 to 174 per cent. was 
adopting arevenue tariff. It wasimposed with 
that view only. His hon. friend the Premier 
had said, for the purpose of raising the aum 
of three millions ofmoney, That was a 
revenue tariff, but did it'not atthe samo 
time afford an incidental protection to our 
manufacturers? (Hear, hear.) He (Sir 
John) ventured to say that ifthe Govern- 
ment had come downa few days ago with 
what was understood to have been their 
original policy, if they had come down with 
a tariff of 20 per cent. for revenue purpases, 
it would. have given a substantial increase 
in thejr yeyenye at the samo time that it 
would have given the manufacturens ad- 
ditional protection to the extent of the 
2h per cent. differegce between the 174 
per cent., which it now is, and that 20 per 
cont. It was said that they might go over the 
roper limit, that if they raised a tax too 
igh the y would diminish the consumption of 
the arhcle on which it was raised, and there- 
by fail to effect the purpose they desired, viz., | 
the increase inthe revenue. Well but thoy 
could goup to a certain point and secure a 
substantial increase in the revenue, and 
though by @6ing beyond that point they 
might not be able-to obtain an increase of 
revenue inthe same ratio as. before, they 
would be giving that protection which would 
inorease manufacturing in the country, and 
increase the wealth of the manufacturer and 
tho Ereperity of the working classes, and

George Macdougall Lost in 
the Snow.

On his return from Church, yesterday 
noon, Hon. Mr. Ferrier,of Montreal,found 
a lotter from Mr. Anthrobus, a member of 
the North-West Police Force, lying on his 
table. The following was its contents : 


Row Riven 
ist February, 1876. 
Hon. James Ferrier, Montreal, 

Sm,—By this mail € forward a letter 
from the Rey. Mr. McDougall, whose mis- 
sion is on this River, about 40 miles from 
here. Iwrite to inform you of his loss. 
A week ago, yesterday, he was coming to 
this post, soas to be here for the purpose 
of holding service on Sunday last. On 
Monday night he Jeft his two sons, who 
were accompanying him down, saying ‘I 
will ride on to camp,” 

When the sons arrived at the place which 
they intended occupying for the night, he 
was not there, nor did he arrive that night. 
Thinking he had got lost during the night 
and strayed toward Morloyvil le (his mission), 
one of his sons rode Back, but found he 
had not been there. They then came down 
to this post. A number of us (Mounted 
Policemen) Went out with them to look for 
him, but without’ success, He has not 
since been seen or heard of, 

During last week the weather way ve 
cold and stormy, ‘so I 
will not be found until Spring. That he is 
lost there cannot be the slightest doubt, as 
no man could not remain out oven two of 
the stormy nights suchas we had last week 
without perishing, and it is now ning days 
since he yas last seen, His horse wasfound 
without either saddle or bridle. His loss, 
I know, will be deeply mourned in Canada, 
where he was so well known, but by none 
more than we who, although we have only 
known him personally a short time have 
learned to respect him, not only asa clorgy- 
man, but as a man who has given up’ the 
pleasures of civilization, and the society of 
of many friends, for the sake of propagat- 
ing tho Gospel in the Indian country. -I

SLANDERING THE JUDGES. 


(From the Canada Law Journal.) 


We are sorry to notice an occasional in- 
sinuation or assertion, sometimes by a pub- 
lic journal, sometimes by a public speaker, 
as to the fairness of the eee of some of 
our judges. Itmay be remarked that the 
occasions on which these occur are when 
party politics are in some way concerned— 
the Topical deduction being, (if there be 
any foundation for such insinuations,) that 
where politics come in, the judges allow 
their sympathies to get the better of them. 
We might assume (though it would never- 
theless be incorrect todo so), that a jour- 
nal or a speaker making a statement of this 
nature either believes it to be true, or 
knowing it to be false, makes it with a de- 
sire to help some political friend, or for 
some illegitimate purpose. If believed to 
be true, the charge ‘should be sifted, so 
that the public may understand whether or 
not our Bench is what we all in fact know 
ittobe, “sans penr et sans reproche” ; or, 
if known to be false, that the slanderer 
should be branded as one. The good re- 
putation of the Bénch is of no less impor-

to its individual members. It is fortuna- 
tely so immeasurably above suspicion, that 
it needs no words of ours to keep it bright; 
but, owing to the extended power and in- 
fluence wielded by the press in these days, 
a careless or reckless statement may by its 
means do harm that is not intended, and 
desing that which cannot easily bo built 
up. Conscious of their own rectitude, and 
strong in the confidence and high esteem 
of the Bar and of the intelligent public,our 
judges can afford to despise all’ slanders ; 
but neither the Bar nor the public will 
stand by and seo that Bench, of which wo 
are all so proud, maligned, without & pro- 
test. Once let an impression get abroad 
that our judges are not impartial or open 
to improper influences, then good by to 
law and order! Itis, of course, perfectly 
competent either for an individual or a 
journal to criticise sharply tho law 
laid down by a judge ; but it is another 
thing to say (except where the interests of 
public justice require a plain statement to 
that etlect) that he has been partial in the 
conduct of a case ; and whatever may be 
the provocation, no man, and especially no 
professional man, is justified in making 
either an open or a covert attack upon a 
judge upon a political platform, A judge 
moreover from his position is powerless to 
speak or to write a word in his own de- 
fence ; and, putting it upon the lowest 
round, ‘it is therefore cowardly to attack 
him. We need not pause to contradict any 
one of the charges or insinuations to which 
we now allude ; the whole country, inclua- 
ing those that made them, know them to 
be false, in substance and in fact. 
A candidate, a lay man, whose clection 
had been sct aside, complained recently 
that justice had not been done him. On 
another oocasion a successful candidate, 
who is professional man and the near 
relative of a late distinguished judge who 
also had suffered from this kind of slander, 
under somewhat similar circumstances, un- 
necossarily and improperly introduced the 
name of one of the Judges onthe Bench 
into a political discussion, with which the 
Judge had nothing whatever to do, not 
only referring to him in # personally offen- 
sive manner but insinuating that he gave 
undue weight to the arguments of cortain | 
counsel, Subsequently to this a leading | 
daily paper, in referring to 40 important 
criminal trial, used the following language: 
“Tt was, moreover, manifest throughout 
the trial, from first to last, that the counsel 
for the de! « had the ear of the Court, 
while the counsel for the prosecution re- 
ceived what is on all hands admitted to bo | 
somewhat harah treatment.” This is not 
tho language that ought to appear in a 
journal that claims to be a leador of public 
opinion, and probably would not hayo | 
beon used but that a political party tingo 
had boon improperly and unnecessarily 
given tothe caso. It is something ro- 
| markable to hear of counsel for the prose- } 
coiving harsh treatment from tho | 
Court, except, .indeod, whero failure of 
justice is imminent owing to the incapacity | 
of the Crown Counsel. In this caso that 
was not the danger. The fact was, that 
there really was no evidence worth the 
namo to go to the jury, except the unsup.

The state of the Indian during the past 
yoar has been favourable and his education 
has been additionally provided for. . The 
estimated Indian population of the ‘whole 
Dominion is 91,910, distgibuted approxir 
mately as follows.:—Ontario 15,305 ; Que- 
bee 10,869; Nova Scotia 1,849; Now 
Brunswick 1,561 ; Prince Edward Island 
302 ; British Columbia $1,520; Manitoba 
and North-West, under treaty, 13,944 ; 
Sioux in Manitoba and North territories 
1,450; from Peaco River the United 
States boundary, untreatied, 10,000 ;, Ru- 
perts’ Land, &o, 5,170 ; total 91,910. In 
tho older provinces the Indians possess con- 
sidetalo foal estato, which is Worth a great 
deal ; not 0 much due to the Indian as to 
the industry of the whites, who build largo 
towns in its immodiate vicinity. They 
own in Ontario, divided, as follows :—Per- 
sonal property $317,543 ; real estate $5,- 
921,842 ; invested capital $2,707,835. 11. 
Quebee, personal property $146,375 ; real 
estate $1,344,055 ; invested capital 8176,- 
017.65. Nova Scotia, . personal property 
$15,442 ; real ostate $32,300. New Brons- 
ick, personal property $8,676 ; real estate

~ Tho facts brought out in the debate upon 
tho promotion of West India trade are very 
suggestive, ‘Tho volume of trade botwoon 
Canada and the West Iidies has boon al- | 
niost stationary for some years, in spite of 
offorta to foster it.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


THIRD SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


THE SENATE. 


Turspay, March 14, 

Mr. Vivat moved for a Committee of fif- 
teen members, viz., Mosers. Aikins, Aloxan- 
der, Armand, Benson, Bureau, Ferrier, Flint, 
Girard, McClennan, MeLelan, McDonald, 
Macdonald Montgomery, Wark, and the 
moyer to examine and roport on tho several 
petitions roland to Legislative prohibition 
of the traffic in liquors, Ho said the House 
should not imagine because there were no 
petitions presented to Parliament this session 
on this subject that there was any abatement 
in public feeling on this question. The reason 
why no petitions were presented was because 
it was the advice of the Temperance Conven- 
tion at Montreal. Tho petition from that 
Convention represented the wishes and 
prayer of all temperance associations in Can- 
ada, 

‘Tho Committee was granted. 

A long debate ensued on the 
olution moved by Mr. Read ‘That in the 
opinion of this House WORE, of the Gov 
ernment as regards the depositing of public 
funds in the banks of the Dominion is calcu- 
lated to produce undue and unnatural ex- 
pansions and contractions in businoss, and is 
prejudicial to the jnterests. of the country,” 

He made a long speech in which he prndnoed. 
statistics to prove that the present depressed 
condition of the country was duc to the 
above courses. It was supported by Mr. 
Macpherson and others. 

Mr. Scorr said that the resolution was of 
no particular signiticance, as it suggested no 
remedy, and after a long debate the motion 
was withlrawn, 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
Mr, Daoust (‘Two Mountains) was present- 
ed by Mr, Langevin and Mr. Moussean, 
A number of measures were advanced a 
stage. 
The House again went into Committeo on 
the bill to provide for a more effectual enquiry 
into the expense of corrupt practices at _clec- 
tions of members of the House of Commons. 
Mr. BLAKy proposed an amendment to the 
third clause, providing that the petition- 
ers under the Act shall make a solomn de- 
claration that they are electors, and that they 
believe the allegations they make are true, 
He also proposed avother in accordance with 
asuggestion of the member for North Vic- 
toria (Mr. Cameron), which was to the effect 
that County Judges should be named among 
those who may be Commissioners to enquire 
as to corrupt practices. 
The bill was then reported as amended, and 
the amendments were concurred in. 
Mr. FLEMING resumed the debate on Sir 
John Macdonald's amendment to the motion 
to go into Committee of Supply. He argued 
that 24 per cent, additional impost would give 
no increased protection to our manufacturers, 
and that the farmers are contented without 
any increase in the tariff being made. 
Mr. Wauiacr (Norfolk) pointed ont that 
while in 1871 the country was prosperous itis 
now depressed. It was somewhat significant 
that when we had what was called a ‘‘cor- 
rupt,” Government, we were doing well ; but 
since we have had a so-called pure Govern- 
ment we have been laboring under financial 
and commercial stringency, although he 
would not say that this was the cause and ef- 
fect, Those who favored moderate protection 
did not ask for increased taxation but mere- 
ly to re-adjust. the tariff. He apprehended 
that freo trade had brought about a foreign 
competition which was very disastrous to 
some industries. Although there was now 
no such thing as prosperity, and though ruin 
had overtaken a great many, the Govern- 
ment asserted that we were in a safer condi- 
tionthan we were two or three years ago. 
He combatted the idea that the present 
Government deserved any credit for securing 
the late loan atacheaprate. That credit, he 
said, belonged to the previous Government. 
He asked whether the policy of allowing the 
Americans t6 get a commercial advantage of 
us was one worthy of commendation, He con- 
tended that the Government werp te some 
degree responsible for the present, state of 
things, Confidence was one of the chief ele- 
ments of success in financial transactions 
where credit was the basis as with us, and 
the Finance Minister in his first budget 
struck a blow at the credit of the country 
from which she has notrecoyered. He believed 
thatthe Goverument could remedy the de- 
pression to acertain extent, pnd he felt oon- 
vinced that Sip Francis Hincks would’ have 
improved matters. As the present Finance 
Minister and the present Government hold 
that they could do nothing, the best thing 
the country could do was to send for Sir 
Francis Hinoks and to ask him to take charge 
of affal He phapged the whole of oyr pre- 
sent difficulties upon a falso i ate ab 
Mr. Wallace spoke at further length, advo- 
cating the issue of paper currency as likely 
to give a stimulus to business. 

Mr. ‘THomsow urged that the ports of Can- 
ada should be open to the world and all sorts 
of goods allowed to come in free, Ho agreed 
with Mr. Wallace as to the issue of proper 
money. 

Mr, Bewrnan commended the Government 

or refusing to morense taxation, 

Mr. MoNan spoke to tho samo offect. 

Mr, Kinxratnick condemned the Goyern- 
ment for coqueting with the Protectionists 
and then refusing to alter the tariff. Whilst 
Canada is to all interests and purposes a free 
trade country to the United States, ther mar- 
ket is closed against us, He was in favor of a 
retaliatory duty.

man’s amendment, which did not go far 
onongh, but would support that before, the 
House, being in favor of protection to all our 
intorest#, 

Mr, Mrrcorect. said ho was a Froo Trader, 
and had been all his Jifo, but he wanted ro- 
ciprocal trade. (Hear, hear.) Our trao pole 
icy must in a great measure be doy ont on 
that of the United States. From 1865 up to 
the present time, wo had thrown our markets 
| open to the Americans, and treated them in

Mr, Bunsrer had voted against Mr. Work- |

aid that there was no market for 
the products of a large manufacturing popula: | 
tion in this country; but he did not think 
thore was originally 'a very large one for the 
manufacturors of the Eastern States cither. 
Bak if there was no market at home wo could | 
send our gooda to other countries. He con: | 
demined the sneers which had been uttered at 
| the Proposition to appoint a Committee to 
consider the agricultural interests of the 
country, and said that he found by referring 
to blue books that there had been farm pio- 
ducts to the amount of about 26,000,000 
brought into this country in one year other 
than wheat, flour, and Indian corn, while of 
the tame products there was only $624,000 
sent from Canada into the United States dur- 
ing the name period, (Cheers.) Our farmers 
might in our great Western Country go ex- 
tensively into the production of wool, but 
unless Protection was afforded to them it was 
not at all unlikely that before many years the 
wool from sheep raised on the great plains 
of Colorado and ‘Texas would drive our wool 
out of our own markets. The American wool 
growers were now giving their special atten- 
tion to the production of just that description 
of long combing wool for which the farmers 
of Ontario were now receiving such good 
pesos in the United States, aud would soon 
bo able to keep our wool out of the American 
markets. He urged the imposition of a pro- 
tective tariff’ before the «vil was upon us. 
He was much surprised at the remarks of the 
members from the Lower Provinces, as the 
farmers and miners seemed to be forgotten 
altogether hy them. We wanted a positive 
and national policy that would develope our 
industries, and not a negative do-nothing 
policy that allowed everything to drift 
whither it willed, (Lond cheers.) 

Mr. Anorimaup contended that an increase 
of the tariff would only be to the benefit of a 
few manufacturers. 

Messrs, CAnMIciAEL, Norris and Paterson 
expressed themselves in opposition to the 
amendment, 

Mr, Nornis declared himself a_protection- 
ist. He had voted against Mr. Workman's 
amendment because it did not contain all he 
thought it ought to have done, but on this 
occasion he should vote against the Govern- 
ment. 

The debate was, after some opposition by 
the Tapailer/eaipared tl the following day, 
on motion of Mr. Borden, seconded by Mr, 
Bowell.

to the credit of the County, making the actual 
outlay $66,374.09. Of the latter amount 
$8,126.30 is school money, which is received 
by the Treasurer from Government and paid 
out by him to the several municipalities, 
poor schools, &c, The cost af the adminis- 


tration of Criminal Justice $4,255.06, and of 
Jury Law $4,793, over which the Couucil have 
no control, and the amounts paid on the de- 
bontures, which are a permanent charge fix- 
ed by By-law, amounting forthe year to 
$9,751.98, must also be deducted, making to- 
4, 


gether $26,927.08, leaving a total of $39, 
under the control of the Council, of which 
$19,068.79 were expended on roads and 
bridges, leaving $20,358.22 for all other ex- 
penses, while the debt of the County is only 
$76,230. : 
We must also take into account that in 
consequence of the great oxtent and wide 
distribution of the County gravel roads, and 
the number and mileage of the County roads 
(not grayelled roads), the expense thrown 
upon the minor municipalities is very trifling, 
the total outlay of the Township of Sidney 
upon roads and bridges, over and above the 
statute labor for 1874,having been only $50, 
These facts show beyond cavil or contradic- 
tion that the revenues of the County are ad- 
ministered with a degree of ability, economy, 
and efficiency which will bear comparison 
with the similar transactions of any munici- 
pality in the Province, and which reflect 
very high credit upon thosuccessive Wardens 
aud Councillors who have controlled the 


same, and certainly “leave néthing ‘to be

Immigration Matters. 


An Ottawa report says on the 15th inst. 
« Mr, Lowo was examined before the com- 
mittoo on Immigration, and entered at 
length into oxplanations with Yogard to the 
Statomont submitted to the Committeo at 
its first mooting. Ho said that ever since 
the groat exodus which resulted from the 
potato famine in Treland, the stream, of im- 
migration which had flowed into this coun- 
try had been an aided immigration cither 
by the Government or by fricuds of the 
immigrants, asthe wages of the laborers 
at 14 shillings a week were not sufticient to 
able them to put aside savings to enable 
them to pay tho passages of themselves | 
and thoir familios, Tho expense of the 
London office had gone on increasing from 
$23,000 to $149,000 in 1874, and $177,000 
in 1875. ‘The cost of immigration agents 
had decreased from $62,000 in 1873 and 
1874, to $55,000 in 1874 and 1875. There 
was an increase in the latter part of 1874 
in special warrants, owing to an agreement 
come to with Joseph Arch to assist the im- 
migration of agricultural laborers. 


“Mr, White (East Hastings), vas of the 
opinion that $60,000 was too much to pay 
for the small numberof immigrants brought 
out, besides which the Proyince of Ontario 
assisted inimigrants with two-thirds of the 
passage money. He was afraid that the 
class of immigrants brought out only went 
to swell the number dependent on the 
soup-kitchens, It wasafact that many ofthe 
immigrants came from the cities and were 
not of the agricultural class at all, Mr, 
White severely criticised the Government 
for incurring expense in fitting up an office 
for Mr. Jenkins in London,”

THE AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS, 

The debate bing resumed on Mr, Orton's 
motion for the appointment of a Select Come 
mitteo regarding the Agricultural interosta of 
tho Dominion. 

Mr, Waxtace (Norfolk) stated that it had 
boon anid that the farmers did not require 
srotection. He had the honor to represent a 
arming constituency, and he knew that in it 
there was a yory strong feeling against the 
existing state.of things, Tho farmers held 
that it was most unjust that they should pay 
taxes on almost everything they consume, 
while respecting all the produce they were 
compelled te enter into competition with the 
whole world; also that it was highly unfair 
that American produce should be permitted 
to enter Canada free of duty, while our Cana- 
dian produce must pay duties ranging from 
15 to 20 per cent, and even above the latter 
figure, These anomalies should be romedied, 
The Premier and somo of his support- 
ers declared that the agriculturists were 
perfectly content, but he knew from his 
experience in bis’ neighborhood, that any- 
thing except content existed amongst them. 
It was represented that there was no distress 
among the farming population. It was trac 
that there was much individual wealth ; but 
an oxamination of the registry offices would 
disclose a very large number of mortgages on 
farm properties, which were daily fyled. 
Thoir property was not as remunerative as it 
ought to be,and this was one of the evils with* 
which they contended. They had raised to 
too great an extent wheat and other crops, 
for which they could readily obtain gold, re- 
lucing inordinately the producing power of 
their lands, A proper rotation of crops was 
not followed, else they would be more pros- 
perous than they were to-day. The mass of 
the farmers were Freo-Traders, but they were 
beginning to understand that free imports did 
not mean free-trade. Ho knew that in his 
own and adjoining Riding a very strong feel- 
ing existed among tho farmers in favor of 
protection to manufacturers, as these furnish- 
ed a home market for products either of so 
little value as not to bear transportation to 
distant markets, or so perishable in their na- 
ture that they could not be shipped, when 
time was one of the éssentials to this end. 
He believed the farmers wert being convinced 
hat one of the great reasons for their increas- 
ed prospprity since 1867, was duc to the es- 
tablighovent of manufactures in the country ; 
and they were perfectly willing to bear their 
skare of taxation in order to build up a home 
market ; but they were not willing to do so 
while the Americans enjoyed the same posi- 
tion as themselves in theie own market, 
and they were ina great measure excluded 
from the American markets owing to the 
heavy duties levied. Many members had, at 
the last clection, carried agricultural constitu- 
encies almost by false pretences, as they did 
not dare to appear before the electors as up- 
holders of the present state of things ; and he 
was confident that when these hon, gentlemen 
again went to the polls, unless they changed 
their tone they would be left at home. The 
farmers remembered that they were pros- 
perous when no Reciprocity Treaty was in 
xistence, and while they were not unde- 
sirous of re-obtaining reciprocity—which af- 
ter all did not prevent their suffering greater 
adversity than at present—thoy were dissatis- 
fied with the present system, and would be 
equally willing to do withont such a measure 
on condition that justice should be done to 
the Canadian people, and that the Americans 
should not possess greater advantages in Can- 
ada than Canadians enjoy in the United 
States, On these aroumls he supported the 
motion for this Committee, and in order that 
the cause of the depression from which the 
farmers were suffering might by ascertained. 
Hon, gentlemen who said the farmers werein 
a prosperous condition, had only to examine 
the,books of the Registry Oflice and see the 
amount of mortgages which had been register- 
fl against farmers, and which ‘could not be 
regardéd as evidéngey of prosperity, 
Hon, Mr, Huntincton said he represented 
farming constituency, yet he had heard no 
expression of opinion from the farmers in fa- 
yor of protection. He believed if they had 
been in great distress they would have com- 
municated with him. He represented not 
only one of the wealthiest agricultural con- 
stituencies in Canada, but there were many 
wealthy manufacturers in the county, and 
not one of his constituents had addressed him 
asingle expostulation against the existing 
condition of things. He thought that what 
had ocourred on the previous night must be a 
pretty fairindication, at least, that there was 
some disposition on the partof those who 
represented the people of this country to pro- 
test against the popertan which had _preydiled 
of late to such an extent, to the effect that 
there must bea wide moyement in fayor of 
protection, He hadno doubt that a further 
opportunity would be presented for the dis- 
cussion of the general question ; bnt as his 
hon. friends from Compton and Stanstead, 
who like himself represented agricultural 
constituencies in the Eastern Townships, 
seemed moved with the desire to express tho 
views of the farmers so far as they under- 
stood them, he felt that it would be unfair if 
he did not speak in behalf of his constituents, 
During his two last elections the cry of pro- 
tection had been raised in his county by the 
people from Montreal, but not sucessfully, as 
the agriculturists could not seo the advant 
of having heavy burdens imposed on them 
for the t of Montreal manufacturers, 
He did not have a word to say against thoso 
who sympathized with the datreadl axtating 
in the cities of this and other countries ; and 
he was bound to admit that the hon, member 
for Wellington was pursuing a logical course. 
If ond interest was protected, all must be 
equally favored ; and, of course, this amount- 
ed tono protection atall. Partial protection, 
thoy knew,amountod in fact to a bounty. ‘The 
em could notbe better illustrated than by 
the story of a blind man living near Detroit, 
who whittled axo handles, selling 
them *at 0 cents apicce, A  Cana- 
dian at Windsor beylnning to make 
them with a lathe, and under-solling him 
| at 10 cents per helyesthe Yankeo hurried to 
| Washington and laid his case before President 
| Grant, and the Committee of Waya and 
Means, claiming that a great American in- 
dustry was being prostrated, the Americans, 
under the influence ofthe policy which forced 
them tocreate a slaughter-market here for 
their goods at half-cost, granted protection. 
Tho Canadian impovtation was arrested, and 
the blind man with his jack knife and axe- 
handles continued his former course.

not disposed to cast reflections upon those 
who felt aggrieved owing to the existing de- 
pression ; ho could not but sympathize with 
the unemployed in the groat centres of popu 
lation, but, at the same time, thoy must not 
lone sight of the fact that if one class was to 
be bolstered up by ‘protection, this must be 
extended to all dosiring reliof, making of thin 
a purely paternal Government.

tectionists. ‘Tho question before the House 
was not FreeTrade ve. Protection ; nor was 
tho quostion which the farmors had deeply at 
heart, whetherthoy thomaclyes should be pro- 
tected or not. As far ashis own county, and 
that of the hon gentleman also, was concern- 
ed, ho could say that the farmers of tho 
Eastern Townships felttho very groat import- 
ance of having manufactures in their midst ; 
boing quite willing that sufficient protection 
should be given they to cnable them to pros- 
por. This was the ral issue before the 
House and country. Wecould not have froo- 
trade, situated we were alongside of the 
United State: nd if this "was not possible, 
it was a common-sense view to take to do- 
claro that if our neighbors were determined 
to build up a wall against us, and to prevent 
ing their markets while they threw 
thoir productions into our country at reduced 
rates in order to crush our industrics—wo 
should protect ourown manufacturinginterests. 
Ho admittedsthat citios, perhaps, tell moro 
strongly touching this matter than rural con- 
but the latter felt a deep interest 
in it, as witness the bonuses given in many 
parts of the country in order to encourage the 
establishment of manufactures, It was im 
portant that we should look at this thing 
rom a Canadian point of view and, as far as 
possible, place Canadians in a better position 
than they at present held. The Dominion 
had prospered under the revenue tariff pro- 
pared by the late Adminiatzation ; also dur. 
ing the American civil w which had the 
effect of increasing this protection ; but since 
its conclusion, our neighbors had begun to 
compete with us more actively, the price of 
labor had fallen in their own market, and our 
system of protection had proved to be in- 
sufficient, It was not that he would not be 
willing to enter into free competition with 
the Americans and run the ordinary «chances 
in connection with manufactures and every- 
thing else, for he thonght that we might well 
do it ; but when we could not get this, should 
we do as the Government and the hon. gentle- 
man did—shut our cyes and say :—Here are 
two theories ; take one or the other, but do 
not look to the interests of Caradians, His 
opinion was, that as practical common sense 
men, the proper thing for them and the Goy- 
ernment to do; and the only thing that would 
suit thecountry with respect to this orany other 
Administration, was to take the different 
articles used in the country, go throngh the 
list carefully, and wherever we could, or by 
a little fostering might be able to manufacture 
aay article as cheaply as any Sther country, 
such an industry should receive the pro 
ing care of the Government. Such he believ- 
ed to be the feeling of the Canadian people 
generally, andnotwithstanding his hon. friend's 
statement, this, he considered, represented 
the sentiments of his hon. friend's constitu- 
ents. He denied the correctness of his hon. 
friend’s assertion, that the system of protec- 
tion wauld raise prices, and this he would 
prove. He would cite an instance, of the 
date of 1858, whon a heavy pair of boots were 
worth in Canada $4,whilo in Portland or Roe- 
ton they could be purchased for $3. Prot 
tion was subsequently given to our manufac- 
turers in this respect, and the price of these 
boots fell to $2.50, owing to the competition 
created by the prudent, patriotic and foster- 
ing policy of the theu Government. Why 
should this not be the case? Have we not 
the raw material, the bark for tanning, and 
the hides,and the peoplg tomanufacture them ? 
All then that was required was protection 
while the industry was in jts infancy. 
This argument applied with equal force to 
other similar cases, Itwas nonsense to talk 
about taxing the farmer ; there was no such 
intention on cither side of the House. This 
might be so if pure protection was demanded, 
asthahon, gentleman attempted to show ; 
but this hedenied. His proposition was that 
we should protect moder: Se those articles 
which we could, under {such circumstances, 
manufacture as cheaply as it could be done 
anywhere else 5 and sych articles wero many 
in number. It was not for the sake of pro- 
tection merely that he took this ion, but 
for the sake of Canadians and Canadian in- 
terosts. ‘They ought to look to the interests 
of Canadians in this matter, and whether they 
as mechanics and farmers, would be benefitted 
by a change. He concluded by appealing to 
the House to take a wider and more compre- 
hensive view of the subject, and at the same 
time to appeal to the sentiment of the people. 


Mr. Bowser said he should not 
haye spoken on this occasion, if the 
Hon. Post Master General had condescended 
to answer the question he had put to him. 
He was not aware that it was necessary to put 
a notice on tho paper to ascertain what wore 
his particular views on a question before the 
House, If he wanted any information in re- 
spect to his department, then it would be his 
duty to give that notice, but not otherwise. 
It would appear that the hon. gentloman had 
hal aibrilte placed on his tongae by 
leader, in order to prevent in future the 1 
essity of having to withdraw sentiments which 
wore in accord with a vast majority of the 
people.

THE RECENT EUROPEAN GALE. 


EFFECTS OF THE STORM IN BRITAIN, FRANCE, 
GERMANY AND BELCIUM. 


Lonpon, March 16, 

The weather is hardly settled yet,though 
it has greatly "moderated, From all parts 
of the country come details of destruciton 
by the gale. In London roofs, skylights, 
and chimneys were blown about and tele- 
graphs prostrated. At Twickenham, a 
short distance up the Thames, a house 
was crushed by falling trees. Near Stai- 
thes, a steamer was wrecked, and at Chat- 
ham the military school was partly des 
troyed. The rivers Cherwell, Tane, and 
others Overfl owed the country for miles 
about. 

Paris advices say that Bercy, Neuilly 
Courbeyoier, Aanieres, Billancourt, Point 
du Jour, Auteuil Sevres, St. Cloud, Sures- 
nes, and other suburbs of the city were all 
more or less inundated. Tho suffering 
caused by floods is yery great. Marshal 

iF Mahon have each visited 
3 and distributed relief per- 
sonally. ne MacMahon has sent the 
Prefect of the Seine 5,000. francs for the 
relief of sufferers, and public contributions 
are being made for the same object. All 
the large streams between Paris and the 
eastern frontier of Franco are out of their 
banks, and the country for miles around is 
flooded. In Normandy the gale uprooted 
trees, overturned vehicles, and damaged 
houses, Oh the Calvados coast masses of 
rock were blown off the clifts. 

The Seine has risen sixty centimetres 
higher than in 1872, It is thought, 
however, that the maximum is reached. 
The River Loire has risen five and a half 
metres. Several manufactories on its banks 
are closed, . 

Lonpon, March 17--A despatch to tho 
Times dated Paris, March 16th, 9:30 p. m., 
says.—The Seine and Marne are both 
higher than they were yesterday. Tho 
plain from Maisons Alfort to Ville Nouve 
St. Georgos is one immense lake. Boata 
traverse the yalley from Ville Nouvo to 
Choisy. The Senators and Deputies re- 
presenting Paris have voluntarily devoted 
two months’ salary to the relief of the suf- 
fors.” A Paria despatch to the News says 
500 hou were abandoned on Wednesday 
at Nogent Sur Marne.

tramontane»party in Quebec, shoutd try to 
make political capital out of it, was not sur- 
prising. But that Mr. Holton, the most 
prominent Lower Canadian supporter of the 
resent Government, and Mr, Bowell and 
fr. White, who wish to be considered 
champions of Protestantism, should so 
fiercely assail the Postmaster Genoral, and 
demand his resignation, is really astonish- 
ing. But such is party politi 
The charge herein contained, is altogether 
unwarranted. I never even by unpli- 
cation Wisapproved of the sentiments con- 
tained in the speach of Mr. Huntington, 
delivered at Argenteuil, when he was op- 
posing Mr. Thomas White in that constitu- 
ency. What I did, was to condemn Mr, 
ston for attempting to break the 
6 of that speech, in his reply to the 
letter of Mr, Power, of Halifax, for no 
other than political purposes, as evidenced 
by the publication of the correspondence to 
which I have alluded, simultaneously, in 
the ministerial press of Toronto, Ottawa and 
Montreal ; and for not adhering to his de- 
claration, that if the sentiments to which 
he gave utterance were not approv- 
ed by his colleagues, he would resign ; and 
that not bein pproved, but repudiated, 
by them, though Mr. Mackenzie refused to 
say what his own opinions were upon the 
subject, and still holding office, was a proof 
that he cared more for party and place,than 
for opinions and sentiments whien he pro- 
fessed to entertain upon the question of Ul- 
tramontaneism. For this I condemned him 
in the House—for this [condemn him now. 
It is quite true that I said I was in ac 
cord with Mr, Masson on the question of 
trade and tariff policy of the country, and 
so long a8 our opinions were iu accord upon 
these questions, there was no reason why we 
should not work together, ‘‘ so long as re- 
ligion was left out of the question.” Ifurther 
stated, as you see by reference to the of- 
ficial report of the debates, page 44, that 
“If Ultramantantism becomes a question, 
in the battle which the Postmaste 
speaks of, there will be no difficulty in plac- 
ing myself, and those Tam connected with 
in this country. Roman Catholics are 
one all over the world, and there is no dis- 
tinction ; Liberals and Blue, as well as 
Rouge ,all declare they are Ultramontanes; 
the Protestant Conservatives of Ontario 
have the right therefore to select the candi- 
date whom they think is most in accord 
with their political yiews,without being ac- 
cused of prostituting their religious opin- 
ions. One gentleman is an advocate of 
Protection in this country ; another holds 
the same religious views, but he differs 
from him in his views on political ques- 
tions, being in fact a Free-trader ; does it 
follow that because I hold different re- 
ligious views from him, we cannot agree 
on a trade policy! I select that tidém- 
ber who, I believe, holds views most in 
accord with my political sentiments, and, 
as long as religion is left out, I am quite 
willing and prepared to work harmonious- 
ly with him, But there is no difference in 
sentiment between my hon. friend from 
Terrebonne, and the Liberal Catholics of

YORK, 

The following, from the Montreal Star of 
Saturday evening, convoys an important 
lesson, but which we are afraid will- not 
bo hoeded by the McKenzie Government 
until too late to retrieve the fatal orror : 

« This important branch of trade, which 
was formerly carried on very extensively 
in Montreal, has been in an exceedingly 
depressed condition for some time past, 
owing to the’fiscal policy of not only the 
presont but also of the late Government of 
the Dominion. importers hore have been 
hoping against hope that the Government 
would introduco such changes as would 
amoliorate the condition of affairs, but 
there isnow no longer any chance of action 
being takon to this ond. As mattors stand, 
Now York importers have a decided advan- 
tage over our own merchants in tho Cana- 
dian market, andthoro is no other resource 
left forthe latter but to either go out of 
tho trade altogothor or transfer their busi- 
ness to Now York. On calling upon 
several of our largest importers to-day, wo 
find that a feeling prevails amongst them 
of winding up their business here and open- 
ing ostablishmonts in New York, and 
amongst those who intend doing so, at an 
early date, is the extensive importing firm 
of Messrs. T & F. Ross, of St, Sacrament 
street. In former days, whenthe tariff 
was not made to injure local merchants, 
there was a large direct trade with China. 
but undor modern legislation, and ao tariff | 
hostile to ourselves, that is now gone, and 
from all appearances, is not likely soon to 
return. It isa bad omen for Montreal 
when somo of its oldest and most influen-

On Wednesday night a successful Tea meet- 
ing was held in the basement of the new Pres- 
byterian Church, and a most enjoyable even- 
ing was passed. Music was discoursed during 
the evening by a very efficient choir, under 
the leadership of Mr. F. E. Seymour, Mr, 
John Deans, of the village, executed two beau- 
tiful pieces on the flute, much to thé gratifica- 
tion of the audience, and was loudly applaud- 
ed, Addresses were delivered by Rov's May- 
boo (of M. E. Church), Gray (Prea'n, Stirling), 
D. Wishart, and Messrs. E, D, O'Flynn and 
A. F. Wood. Proceeds of the Tea to be ap- 
plied in the purchase of anorgan forthe Church. 
The following day an entertainment was given 
to the Sabbath School children. 

On Thursday afternoon » meeting was held 
in the Town Hall, pursuant toa requisition 
made to the Reove by about fifty ratepayers, 
for tho purpose of discussing the propriety of 
granting aid by way of bonus to Smelting 
Works to be erected here. The Chair was 
occupied by A. F, Wood, Eaq., Reeve, who 
briefly explained that he had been asked by 
requisition to call this meeting, the wording 
of which explained the object, viz, to take 
into consideration the propriety of giving aid 
to Smelting Works. Hoe then called on Mr. 
Chas, Gream, Solicitor for J, B, Maas & Co., 
who explained that he understood this meet- 
ing was called in tho interests of his clients, 
and for the purpose of encouraging the erec- 
tion of ‘charcoal smelting works in this local- 
ity. He gaye some figures to show the im- 
portance of such an enterprise to this part of 
the country, He also said that his clients, J. 
B, Maas & Co,, had no desire to interfere in 
any way with the proposed County Bonus to 
tho Belleville and North Hastings Railway, 
other than to assist in any way in their power 
to aid it, in order to hasten its completion. 
Old differences should be buried, and both 
unite in forwarding the general interests. 

He was followed by E. D, O'Flynn, Esq., 
who spoke favorably of Smelting Works, and 
the desirability of retaining as much as possi- 
ble the labor of manufacturing the ore to 
ourselves. Ho read gome interesting statis- 
tics, showing the remarkable progress made 
in the Lake Superior region by the introduc- 
tion of Smelting Works. He moved that a 
Committee, composed of A. F, Wood, Thos, 
Cross, G. D. Rawe, A. B, Ross, Dr, Sutton, 
and the mover, be appointed to wait on J. B. 
Maas & Co., and ascertain what they propose 
to do, what aid would be required, and any 
other information considered desirable, and 
report to an adjourned meoting. The motion 
was put tothe mecting and carried unani- 
mously, 

Major Rawe then moyed that when this 
mecting adjourns it stands adjourned until 
the 20th of April. He explained that as Mr. 
Coe had stated that Mr. Maas would not be 
from his home in Marquette before the middle 
of next month, it would be desirable to give 
ample time. After some brief remarks the 
motion was unanimously agreed to. 

The Chairman then said as the real business 
of the meeting was dispersed, he would, with 
the consent of the mecting, call their atten- 
tion brietly to the County bonus now before 
the people. He then briefly explained the 
question, why it was presented and how it 
came about that $30,000 was embodied in the 
By-law. He then showed that the sum was 
a mere bagatelle that would haye to be paid, 
His proposal was that only the interest should 
be paid for the first ten years, so that the in- 
crease of property and the railway might pay 
the principal, which he believed it would do. 
He then showed that there wero 672 rato- 
payers in the Township of Madoc, that their 
Proportion of the sum required to be raised 


thirty-four hours. Telegraphic communi- 
cation is almost totally interrupted.

GREAT REJOICING AT MADRID. 


Maprip, March 20.—King Alfonso and 
his victorious troops entered the city this 
morning, amid the enthusistic cheering of 
immense crowds, and shouts of ‘ Long 
live the Pacificator King.” Cheers were 
given for, Generals Quesada, Campos, 
Rivere, and the army generally. Quesada 
and Campos, were especially greeted with 
cries of ‘‘ Long life to the defendera of 
liberty,” and ‘Down with Fueras,” 
Crowns were thrown from balconies and 
people crowned the soldiers as th passed 
with wreaths. A decree has been issued 
establishing a relief fund for invilid and 
wounded soldiers, and for the families of 
those killed during the war. One year's 
service is remitted for all men now in the 
army. Conscripts of 1871 and 872 will 
pom into the reserve extraordinary. The 
evy of 1874 is disbanded. No conscription 
will be held this year. It is believed that 
the army will be reduced by 100,000 men.

Hints to Dairymen. 


| Daily Mutelli 


| (From the Farmer's Advocate, by J. Seabury.) 


| Calving time ia a critical one for the dairy 
man os well as the cow, and in wnich he wi 
have his judgment and experience fully test- 
ed. Hence, the months of March anc April 
will boa time of caro-and anxiety, andin 
| which he will have to be on tho alert and 
watch his herd with a discerning oye 
and poo that they are {Allin ‘n good, jhealthy 
contlition.)’ T6 overy. one ‘who ‘has ono or 
more cows we would say, Watch thom closcly 
during this period. » thom as comfort- 
able as possible, and do not, upon any con- 
sideration, allow any of them to go back or 
stand still at this seasomof the year. By all 
s keep them thriving and in good heart. 
sry dairyman should know that it is easier 
to keep flesh on his cows than to put it on 
after they,have lost it Negligence and in- 
attention, and the want of p’ - a of good 
food at this time of tho year, Will be the 
means of his losing heayily the coming sum- 
mer ; for a cow Willnot and cannot milk well 
which is ina weak and thin condition ; be- 
sides, hor milk is nothing liko as rich as one 
that is in good condition and healthy. The 
months of May, June and July will find her, 
instead of giving.a good, heavy. flow of milk, 
recruiting her sys' and putting on flesh 
which she should h: previously during the 
winter months been putting on, and by the 
énd of that time she will be more inclined to 
continue putting on flesh, and when gold 
weather comes on in the fall, she will, in all 
probability, go dry. Hence the importanco 
of keeping a close and watchful eye on your 
| hord and sec that they aro allin a thrifty 
condition, Ifany are not doing as well as 
| you would like to see them doing, find out 
what is the’matter with them ; watch them 
closely 3 sce whether they are eating thoir 
share of feed. If their appetites are not good 
or they are nice about what thoy oat, tempt 
their appetites with some roots, warm bran 
mashos, or some boiled oats or barley. 


Another splendid [thing isboiled flax seed. 
Pvery dairyman should~hrve 4 bushel or two 
for that purpose, A good handful boiled with 
two or threo quarts of oats or barley for each 
cow, and mixed with as much or more cut hay 
or straw, make an excellent mess for a cow. 
If you have none, do not fail to gota peck 
and sow thé coming spring in, ond corner of 
your cornfield, or somé other field, and you 
Will be pleased with the result, In fact, 1€ is 
oot for man and! beast. ) There is nothin, 

etter for horses for keeping their coat anc 
skin in a healthy condition. If you have any 
roots, now is tho, time for the cows to get 
thgm; but by all moans aim to have them 
last until they are turned out on the grass. 
Cows that havo had a liberal supply of roots 
for a length of time/and are discontinued, will 
go back in their milk very materially, and 
that is a point which every dairyman should 
avoid by overy means in his power, for whon 
the flow of milk is checked, it takes time:to 
bring it back again, and every quart lost that 
is like the hours and minutes of our lives 
ey cain never be recalled or regained. If 
you have not many, feed a fey—ever so little 
every day will do them good—but be sure 
they are fed regularly, No dairyman should 
be without more or less roots of some kind— 
they, are food for his;cows, food formilk, and 
food/for the manure heap.’ Some farmors say 
that you cannot have good manure without 
them. One thing we do know, and that is, 
the farmer who has plenty of roots always has 
plenty of manure, and is invariably a good 
farmer, While on this point we would say 
Feel your cows, a8 you Would fecd yourself- 
regularly,and with a'variety of goéd, nutri- 
tiousfood. Take, for example, our best breed- 
ors of thoroughbred stock—look at the atten- 
tion and care they give their stock, Suppose 
dairy 06ws Were cared for and fed in the samo 
way, what would be the result? It wonld 
astonish the dairyman. 

There is a great diversity of opinion as to 
which are the best kinds of roots for cows, 
Some writors argue that carrots and mangolds 
aro best, and that turnips are not fit to feed 
to cows. Others say that they never had any 
bad results from feeding turnips to cows giv- 
ing milk. Iam of opinion they are all good 
for cows if properly fed and inthe proper 
time. My firm opinion is, that the proper 
time to feed roots, Peau turnips, is im- 
mediately after milking, and upon no condi- 
tion vary that time—better let them go with- 
ont than deviate, If turnips are fed in this 
way, I venture to gay that there will in no in- 
stange.be any turhipiavor in the milk. In- 
notice@im which 
the feeder (who did not_beliey this prac- 
tice) fed the cows when being milked, the re- 
sult of which was that the flavor was plainly 
perceptible in the milk and butter. Lot those 
who have furmips try th i, aid they will 

© satisfied with the re But they must 
not feed too heavy, and, when commencing, 
give a small quantity and gradually increase, 
Another excellent thing for feeding cows is 
bran and oil-cake,Jacaldéd, atit fed warm, 
Bran is very rich in the élements of milk, more 
80 than corn or pea meal ; especially is this 
‘therease whon gooked, bran being hard to dj- 

eat if its raw “State. Many farmers and 
dairymen lose sight of the value of bran by 
feeding it in comparison with meal in bulk, 
forgetting that.a given. meagure of meal will 
weigh not far from thfée times as much as 
bran. Two quarts of meal would patina 
a moderate feed for a(cow, but six’ avfarts of 
‘bran would be thought irlargerbhe, ) 

It isa great mistake in feeding cows to give 
them Allthe hay that can be crowded into 
them, | If the hay has béon cut early, when in 
the blossom, or before, it will do very woll, 


But when put later on it isdry, and, being 
full of woody matter, renders digestion slow, 
and they will not give a’ much milk as they 
would on & more digestible diet. If cows,are 
to give a good flow of milk during the winter 
season, they must be aided in digesting their 
food by giving them such feed as will be easi- 
ly digested and converted into.milk. The 
more a cow digests beyond what is needed to 
sustain animal lifo, the more milk she will 
give, provided sha-hasthe proper milking 
qualities, ‘That is One reason why many 
protnising cows fail to make good milkers, be- 
cause their stive organs are not powerful 
enough to produce’ much more than ‘is sufli- 
cient for the sustenance of animal life,

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


THIRD SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT, 


THE SENATE. 
Monpay, March 20. 

Mr, Carrall, after oulogizing the Pacific 
Railway scheme of the late Government 
and condemning at considerable length that 
of the present Government and their con- 
duct towards British Columbia, moved 
© That the construction of the Pacific Rail- 
way haVing formed the principal condition 
upon which British Columbia entered the 
Canadian Confederation, every reasonable 
effort should have been made by the Goy- 
ernment of the Dominion to satisfy the 
people of that Province that faith would 
be kopt with them ; but this House regrets 
to find that whilst incurring or ready to in- 
cur immediately expenditures of several 
millions of dollars not needed or of doubt- 
ful utility; the Government has failed. to 
proceed vigorously with the construction 
of our great national interoceahic railway, 
which is so essential to the material ad- 
vancement of all the Provinces of the Do- 
minion, as well as to the early consolidation 
of political and social union among the 
whole people.” 

After along debate tho discussion was 
adjourned. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Mr. Cartwright introduced a Bill respect- 
ing Insurance Companies, 

Mr. Young thought the bill was a move 
in the -right direction, especially the dimi- 
nution of the rate of insurance to 4} per 
cent, and he hoped the Government would 
maintain their position. 

Hon, Mr. Cameron (Cardwell) differed 
from the member for Waterloo ; hé thought 
that the interests of both partied should be 
considered, It would be all very well to 
place ‘a law of this kind upon the Statute- 

ook in reference to conipanies that did not 
exist, but when the bill dealt with compa- 
nies already existing, their interésts should 
ba considered. ‘When the rate of interest 
was 5 percent. or 44 per cent. Without al- 
lowing the Company to increase its, premi- 
um, it was a one-sided bargain, and scarce- 
ly justice to the Companies. 


Mr, Workman cordially agreed with the 
remarks of the member for Cardwell, and 
thought it was unjust to limit them toa 
rate of 44 per cent, when the usual rate was 
nearer 8 per cent. 

After farther discussion the motion was 
carried, 

The Minister of Finance advised Mr. 
Cameron to put his objections in writing, 
in ppslog that asked whether the Govern- 
ment have based the commission to coun- 
try postmasters on the basis of their receipts 
for 1874-75; and if not, why not? 

Hon. Mr. Huntington said, both had 
been used in cases where the returns of 
1875 were incomplete. » 

Mr. Young asked whether the Govern- 
ment have considered and intend to pro- 
pose any more stringent measures for the 
inspection of the monthly statements of our 
chartered banks, published in The Official 
Gazette. 

Hon. Mr. Cartwright said the Govern- 
ment had no intention of proposing any 
change. i 

Mr, Brouse asked among the applicants 
for pensions for service in the war of 1812 
and 1816, how many already were in pos- 
session of a pension, either by the British 
or Canadian Governments ; also on what 
basis has a pension been denied our vet- 
erans who were in receipt of one for in- 
juries received during the Canadian rebel- 
lion of 1837 and 18387 

Hon. Mr. Yail said only four had ap- 
pled, and in reference to the other part of 
the question they followed the English 
precedent. 


Mr. Brouse moved for a Select Commit- 
teetoconsiderthe expediency of askinglegis- 
lation with a view to constitute a Bureau 
of Sanitary Statistics, He referred to tho 
importance and the benefits of such statis- 
tics, A system of sanitary statistics had 
been in use in different parts of the world, 
and wherever they had vor carefully and 
thoroughly used, the death rate had de- 
creased. The speaker proceeded to allude 
to the subject at length. 

Hon. A. Mackenzie acknowledged the 
importance of the subject, but considered 
that it was one affecting local, rather than 
federal legislation. He considered that the 
great causes of diseaso were imperfect drain- 
age and impure water, and were those rem- 
edied, the death rate would materially de- 
crease. This House had no power to deal 
with cither drainage or the supply of water, 
hor could they legialate no as to compel 
yaccination,which was known to be a great 
preventative aga:nst sinall-pox. He believ- 
ed that the establishment of “a Quarantine 
Station was as far as the Government could 
go. Another frightful source of disease, 
and one beyond the power of the Domin- 

on Legislature, was the imperfect ventila- 
tion of dwellinys. Another source was tho | 
use of intoxicants, and this was perhaps be- 
yond the power of this Dominion. He 
hoped the hon. gentleman would not, in | 
the meantime, press his motion, 

Hon. Mr. Tupper regretted that tho 
matter of public ealth had not been plac 
ed under tho jurisdiction of Parliament, 
looking at what might be accomplished in 
preserving life, and in circulating informa- 
tion. It was worthy of tho highest con- 

| sidefation. Even from mere “financial

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


THIRD SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


Wrpwrapay, March 22. 

Merely routine business was transacted 
in the House of Commons fortho first hour, 
In reply to Mr. DeCosmos regarding any 
existing Orders in Council with reference 
to the conyeyance of certain lands by the 
Province of British Columbia to the Do- 
minion Government underthe Act of Union 
ion, the Premier said thero were only two 
or three documentain existence, those be- 
ing of minor importance, 

Mr. McDonald (Cape Breton) having 
made enquiries relative to dredging the en- 
trance to Suigan harbour, according to the 
promise made last session, the Premier 
thought no such obligation had been enter- 
ed into by him, and that there were impor- 
tant points requiring present attention. 


Mr, Jones (South Leeds) in a very effect- 
ive speech, moved for the correspondence 
in connection with an apparent violation of 
the terms of the Washington Treaty. He 
expressed a strong conviction that the Uni- 
ted States had frequently erred in this par- 
ticular, and thought the sooner the Domin- 
ion Government protested against it, the 
better for Canadian interests, 

In reply, Mr, Mackenzie doubted the 
wisdom of this motion, and asked that the 
mover strike out the words ‘‘apparent vio- 
lation.” ‘This was done, and tho motion 
passed. 

__ After some remarksby Mr. Palmer, call- 
ing for a statement of the amount incurred 
in constructing a branch of the Intercol- 
onial Railroad at the City of St. John, N. 
B., and a reply from the Minister of Public 
Works, to the effect that he would bring 
down what documents deemed advisable, 
the motion passed. 

Dr. Schultz, in moving for a statement 
of the imports into the North-West Terri- 
tories through ports on the Hudson and 
James’ Bays, complained of the small sal- 
aries paid to Customs officials. 

Mr, Bunster asked for returns concern- 
ing the reports of the Chief Engineer for 
the British Columbia section of the west- 
ern diyision of the Canada Pacific railway. 
This appeared to worry the Premier, who 
asserted that the motion should be with- 
drawn, which after discussion was done. 


Mr. Bowell moved fora statement of all 


minion in any bank, or in the hands of any 
financial agent or other person, with whom 
such moneys are deposited in Canada or 
elsewhere. He said this information had 
to a great extent been furnished since the 
motion was put upon the paper, but he saw 
such drisepancies between the figures of 
tho rocent returns and those of tho Canada 
Gazette that he thought 9 revised state- 
ment shouid be made. Some arrangement 
could in his opinion be made so that the 
Government could have the money on de- 
mand bearing interest. The effect of the 
resent system was exemplified when the 
Finance Minister issued a circular stating 
that the banks must be prepared to repay 
all the money. He quoted the sums diss 
tributed to the yarious banks,showing that 
it was done according to the aid which the 
managers could extend to the Government. 
He also gave figures to show the great dis- 
crepancies existing between the returns 
made monthly by the banks and those 
published in the Gazette and the statement 
submitted by the Finance Minister. He 
read the letter of the Hon. John Simpson, 
asking the shareholders to sustain the pre- 
sont Government, on the ground that if 
they did so the banks in Ontario would en- 
joy the benefit of having thesurplus money 
of the Government deposited with them; 
and contended that if taken in connection 
with the published returns it- showed that 
this money was distributed among the 
banks for political reasons, He held that 
some system should be adopted whereby 
the Dominion in general would derive some 
benefit from public money which is now 
lying tnused, 

Mr. Qartwright could not see that it 
would be beneficial to charge the banks’ in- 
terest on all deposits, and thus tempt them 
to loan the money on long dates in order 
to reconp themselves. 

After a disscussion upon the St. Peter's 
canal,an animated debate ensued upon Mr, 
Bourassa’s bill to amend the Insulvent Act 
by making a provision enabling non-traders 
such as fartnérs, to whom a,trade going in- 
to insolvency was indebted, by giving no- 
tice, to refuse to accept a composition, 

Mr. Blake objected to the bill and’a di- 
vision took place—yeas, 5b ; nays, 69.

PROTECTION DEBATH. 
MR, WHITE'S SPEECH ON PROTEO- 
TION. 


(From the Official Report.) 

Mr. Wurrn (Hastings) believed that » 
large majority of the people residing in the 
county of Hastings were anxious for in- | 
creased protection in favor of our manu- 
factures and of a duty on American grain, 
They alao dosired the construction of the 
Pacitio Railway to open the groat West for 
emigration, These matters had been 
brought before the electors of Enst Hast- 
ings in 1872 by a gontleman prominently 
ongaged in lumbering and in shipbuilding ; 
and this gentleman believed that Canadians 
should levy a duty on American grain, and 
showed that we were prepared by granting 
protection, not only to aid our farmers, but 
also our manufacturers. All would 
admit that this the latter required ; and | 
our agriculturists know that when these | 
interests prospered, they could readily | 
sell thoir produco at increased prices, and 
for cash—which was impossible under con- 
trary circumstances. Protection would con- 
sequently be to the farmer's advantage, The 
importation of Indian corn depreciated 
the price of our coarse grains ; and the 
policy of the American manufacturers in 
sending their goods into this country and 
selling them for their actual cost was easily 
understood because they manufactured for 
eight months in the year, and sold at 
home at a profit {of from 15 to 20 per cent, 
andin orderto keep theirshops running, anc 
their men employed during the remainder 
of the year,thoy run on short time,shipped | 
their surplus into Canada and sold at re- 
duced rates; thoreby ruining the indus- 
teries of tho Dominion, by throwing our 
men out of employment and thereby in- 
jured the homo market of our farmers for 
nearly all their surplus products that will 
not bear transportation. The Americans 
had been given the priyiloge of fishing in 
Canadian waters in order that the fishermen 
of the Maritime Provinces might have the 
advantage of sending their fish and fish oil 
free of duty into tho United States. The 
farmers of the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec had not only consented to this, 
but had also assisted in the payment of 
twenty-seven millions in order to build the 
Intercolonial Railway, and place light- 
houses at proper points. They also fur- 
nished money for putting in operation the 
bankrupt railway of Princo[Edward’s Island 
and they were willing todo all in_ their 

ower to make the people of the Lower 
Broritted happy, prosperous and content- 
ed, therefore they had a right to ask the 
representatives of the Maritime Provinces 
to assist in securing their protection. The 
agriculturists besides wished to secure the 
construction of a road in order to open up 
Manitoba andthe North-Westto sottlement 
so as to enable their sonsto procure lands 
in the far west which they would not pur- 
chase here, owing tohigh prices. The hon. 
momber for Brant had taken exception to 
the amendment of the right hon. gentle- 
man, stating that he could not under- 
stand the object of the member for 
Kingston, and holding that the motion 
meant and went for nothing ; and 
shortly afterwards the hon. member 
for Lincoln declared that this motion con- 
tained just what he had advocated through 
out his life, showing that he, at any rate, 
entertained a contrary opinion. The 
amendment beforo the House was one 
which every member of the Opposition 
would support, and on which they were 
ready to appeal to the people, But the 
Finance Minister had informed the House 
that our young men should be advisel to 
remain on their farms, Now he (Mr. 
White) knew many young men who had 
gone to the cities and towns and succeeded, 
not only as merchants, but as professional 
men, occupying the most prominent. posi- 
tions, and were just as ‘rell fitted for them, 
and much better than many of those who 
were brought up in towns, and now hold 
positions, which might be much better and 
more profitably held by others. He be- 
lieved the motion before the House would 
have the support of a large majority of the 
people of his county, and of the country 
in general,

A Remarkable Timepiece, 
HE GREAT STRASBURG CLOCK BEATEN BY AN 
INGENIOUS GERMAN, 


(From the Christian Union.) 

A German of Cincinnati has invented a 
clock which, though much smaller than the 
celebrated one at Strasburg, is, from its 
description, much more complicated. We 
seo, in a glass case, a three-story, steeple- 
shaped clock, four feet wide at the first 
story and nine feet high. The movement 
is placed in the first story, on four delicate 
columns, within which swings the pendu- 
lum. The second story consists of two 
tower-like pieces, on the doors of which are 
two pictures that represent boyhood and 
early manhood. A tower crowns, as third 
story, the ingenious structure. A cock, the 

symbol of watchfulness, stands on the top, 
directly over the portal. When the clock 
marks the first quarter the door on the left 
piece of the second story opens, and a child 
issues from the background, comes for- 
ward to u little bell, gives ita blow, and 
then disappears. At the second quarter 
a youth appears, strikes tho bell twice, 

and disappears; at the third, there 

confes aman in his prime ; at the fourth, 

e have a tottering old man leaning on a 
staff, who strikes the bell four times, Each 

time the door closes of itself. When the 

hours are full, the door of the right piece 

of the second story opens, and Death, as a 
skeleton, scythe in hand, 
marks the hour by striking the bell.

A Persian Bath. 


Having undressed, you enter aroom per- 
fumed with rose essence. It is handsome~ 
ly decorated, the floor and walls being of 
white marble, inlaid with black arabesques. 
Inserted into the walls on both sides are 
large marble tanks filled with water, of 
perhaps one hundred ‘and ten” degres 
Fahrenbelty while the temperature of the 
room is probably one hundred degrees. 
Three, stout Mohammedans now take you 
in charge, pouring water from large chat- 
ties over your head and body, placing you 
in a comfortable chair and bringing you a 
a glass “of water todrink. After a few 
minutes’ rest your feet and hands are rub- 
bed with a small piéceof burned brick very 
much rougher thansand paper. Then being 
lnid backward upon thefloor at full length, 
the shampooing begins. This is performed 
by one man, who pulls and kneads and 
twists and Stretches and pounds you into 
various devices of his own conception, and 
finally putsyou togetherinto a shape which 
*you feel to be but a vague approximation 
to that you originally possessed. Then 
come soaping and scrubbing, Se he 
those given inthe Turkish or Russian baths, 
the operator wearing mittens of coarse 
twine-stitched cloth, while attendants 
drench you with hot water from small- 
spouted metal pitchers, producing a singu- 
lar but not disagreeable tittilation. A 
barber then entering, you are shayed in 
true Hindoo fashion, sitting cross-legged. 
Your hair is then dressed with a rich, gloss- 
producing compound, named basin, which 
surpasses most western en and con- 
sists mainly of pulveriz 


orange péel and 
flour made from pease, The bath finishes 
with rinsfng and drying, the smoking of a 
pipe, and” the sipping ofa small cup of 
coffee, Everything is so deliberate that 
the time occupied is two hours ; but on the 
whole the Persian does not equal the 
Turkish or even the Russian bath, nor is 
the shampooing so’exhilarating and sooth- 
ing ; and in no bath that I know of are the 
rubbing and percussion processes at all 
comparable to the Hawaiian lomi-lomi.—

More “Blarney.” 


The course of the leading organ of the 
Government on the tariff question has beep 
of the most extraordinary character. Pre- 
vious to'the delivery of the Budget speech, 
it foreshadowed, with commendatory re- 
marks, an increase of the tariff to 20 per 
cent.

The North West. 


Profeasor Macoun, of Albert Oollego, 
Governmont Botanist, gave the following 
testimony before the Committee on* Im- 
migration and Colonization at ita meeting 
at Ottawa on tho 24th: Ho had visited the 
Northwest with Sanford Floming in 1872, 
end again last year, whon he was appointed 
to examine Poace River Valley. In 1872 
he saw barley ripening on the 27th August 
at Edmonton, and on the 12th August at 
Little Clare Lake; on the 2lst July last 
year inthe b6thparallel of latitude; they 
had a'dinnor of new potatoes; and at Ver- 
anullur, on the 27th August barley was all 
out and wheat ripening, At Lake Artha- 
baska, and on tho 26th August, at parallel 
58 and 42, ho found barley and wheat both 
| Tipe. The samplesof these grains had been 
brought to Ottawa and.weighod, tho barloy 
| weighed 66 pounda and tho whent 68, The 
| wheat was from 6 to 8 inches long, and 
| with from 60. to 100 grains in each head. 
At tho same place he found potatoos un- 
touched by frost on the 22nd Sept., while 
potatoes at Manitoba had been destroyed a 
month earlior. Thefertilo land oxtended at 
| loast 100 milos on each side of Peace River, 
and was 760 miles in length, with scarcely a 
swamp to be seen in tho whole country. 
He’collécted plants at different points,from 
the Rocky Mountains to Arthabaska, and 
| found that the climate was warmer the 

further north he went. Tho same plants 
}he found on Peace River asgrew on tho 
shores of Lake Ontario. At an elevation 
| of 740 feet above the valley of Peaco River 
| he found the earth covered with grass, and 
| from the height of from 3 to 5 feet. For 
| the last ten years, the ico on the Peace 


River broke up about the middle of April, 
| according to the records of the Hudson 
| Bay Company’s agent at St. John." In the 
Rocky Mountains, the ice was only begin- 
ing to form when the Red River was fro- 
| zen over. There were 252,000,000 acres of 
land in this North-west, one half of which 
was well adapted to wheat raising. Cereals 
grown in these high latitudes wero seldom 
touched by frost. Tho Peace River 
district was heavily timbered. On being 
questioned as to the advantages of the 
Pacific Railway asa means of opening up 
the settlement, he said ho would not ad- 
vise the construction of the Pacific Railway 
unless it would pay, but he would build it 
as fast as the country was settled. Periodi- 
cal visitations of the grasshoppers might 
occur at Red River, but he was of the op- 
inion that they would never trouble the 
Peaco River. The summer temperature of 
Fort Simpson—latitude 62—was little low- 
er than any of the wheat-growing sections 
of the Prdyince of Ontario, The rivers ran 
under very high banks and could be easily 
dammed without flooding any of tho coun- 
try. here were great deposits of coal in 
this district, and from examinations made 
at different points by Messrs Fleming, 
Selwyn, Richardson, himself and others at 
different points along the base of the 
Rocky Mountains, he inferred that coal ex- 
tended all along the base of the mountains 
for 100 miles east. Gypsum and crystal- 
line were also found on the Peace River. 
Allalong the shores of Lake Arthabaska 
great quantities of liquid were constantly 
flowing out of the seams in the rocks, 
Petroleum was also plentiful, and could be 
seen on all the lakes and rivers. In ad- 
dition to these were deposits of iron oro, 
interstratified with coal, and this iron 
would yield 50 per cent. 

At Salt River the Hudson Bay Company’s 
employees shoyel from the ground salt which 
is used by the people of the country. Tar 
springs were found through a district of 100 
miles. Edmonton is 1,200 miles by waterfrom 
Fort Garry. The climate in the interior 
was never wet in the fall. The country 
was settled by mission settlements, the half- 
breeds being called freemen. He would 
not advise a policy of forcing immigration 
into the Peace River country. The Sas 
katchewan was a ditch compared with tho 
Peace River. Thesamples of products raised 
there which were being sent to the Cen 
tennial would astonish visitors. The pop- 
ulation, half-breed and Indians,were much 
afflicted with goitre. The Indians were 
being decimated by scrofula, which would 
probably exterminate them in ten years, 
The people eat principally animal food— 
buffalo, moose and paririe chicken. A 
railway could be built from Edmonton to 
Peace river country,and the grades, from 
Fort Garry west to a considerable distance 


in British Columbia were less than those 
on the Grand Trunk.

A Earlibmeneeyy return; ordered on a | 
motion made by Lord Hampton in 1874, 

showing tho expenditure since 1840 (where- 

ever the amount exceeds £500) in building 

or restoring churches in ealand, presents 

a very remarkable record of the religious 

zeal and liberality of the generation. At 

the head of the soyeral dioceses stands Lon- 

don, the expenditure in that dioceso hav- 

ing reached £2,770,816, constituted as fol- | 
lows :—On the restoration of St. Paul's} 
Cathedral, £62,203 between 1840 and the 
end of 1874, and £2,205,420 expended in 
buildifgs, and" £503,193 in restoring other 
churches in the diocese, Next stands the 
dioceso of Winchester, where the expendi- | 
ture is stated at £2,042,873. It exceeds a | 
million and a half in one other dioceso— 
namely, Manchester,tho amount being £1,- 
513,446, There are seven other dioceses 
iu which the amount exceeds a million ; it 
is £1,413,924 in Rochester, £1,305,357 in 
Oxford, £1,291,335 in York, £1,219,330 in 
Chester, £1,177,584 in Lichfield, £1,126,- 
400 in Worcester and £1,024,622 in Ripon, 
this last sum including an estimate as to 
present expenditure on unfinished works, 
The amount is £972,643 in Lincoln, £921,- 
925 in Salisbury, £917,399 in Canterbury, 
£884,941 in Ely £782,305 in Exeter, £728,- 
388 in Chichester, £782,350 in Bath and 
Wells, £687,109 in Durham, £666,338 in 
Norwich, £443,641 in Hereford, £408,371 
in St. Asaph, £391,498 in Carlisle, £347,- 
453 in St. David's, £368,482 in Llandaff, 
£161,312 in Bangor, and £26,220 in Sodor 
and Man. Two dioceses, Peterborough 
and Gloucester and Bristol, are not includ- 
edin the return ; it may be taken that 
they would raise the total to £26,000,000.

Lonpow, March 25.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Augsberg Gazelle, says, 
the report that the Czar intends to retire 
practically, though not nominally, from the 
conduct of public affairs, gains ground rapid- 
ly. It is also stated, that he intends to re- 
side abroad some length of time, probably 
staying temporarily at Malta, whither the 
Duchess of Edinburgh will shortly proceed, 
The Czarewitch will be appointed Regent 
during his absence. The correspondent as- 
sorts that statements from high and well in- 
formed quarters corroborate this report.

TURKEY, 

SERVIA PURCHASING ARMS, 
It is reported that 60,000 Chassepot rifles, 
which were captured from the French in the 
late war, have been purchased in Berlin for 
Servia.* 
The Government of Bohemia has ordered 
the frontier to be watched in order to pre- 
vent the conveyance of rifles to Serviathrough 
Austrian territory. 
The Berlin despatch to the Times says

RIGHT OF CLERGY IN ELECTIONS, 


The report of a Committee recommending 
an inquiry into the election of M. Mun, the 
Clericalist Doputy, to ascertain whether there 
| was undue interference on the part of the 
| clergy, was taken up for consideration. M. 
Mun made anenergotic spoech in defonce of 
the right of tho clergy to support candidates 
in order to defend their religion, menaced by 
Democrats. Gambetta said he did not attack 
religious liberty, which ought to be protected 
under tho Republic as well as any other Gov- 
ernment. He said when speaking of the clor- 
ical party:—'* We do not allude to the reli- 
gious or sincere Catholic French clergy, many 
of whom, doubtless, dread the encroachment 
of the Vatican, 
the clergy in a proper sphoro and prevent the 
pulpit from being transformed into a political 
platform. We desire to haye the enquiry in 
order to callon the Government toremind the 
clergy that they should remain in their proper 
sphere.”

Daily autelligencer, 
DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 
THIRD session THRO PARLIAMENT, 


Fripay, March 24. 

The. House was engaged during nearly the 
entire sitting in Committee of Supply... The 
Mail's correspondent gives the following sum: 
mary of the proceedings: 

During the discussion on Postal printing to- 
night, Dr, Tupper brought specific charges 
aguinst against Measre, Vail and Jones of be- 
ing interested in the Halifax Citizen, which 
received nearly $20,000worth of printing from 
the Post Otfice Department. 

Mr, Jones rose to reply, and did this under 
evident trepidation, but although persdnal.in 
his remarks, utterly refrained from) denying 
the allegation, 

‘The Minister of Militia then got up, but al- 
though warlike, did himself more damage than 
benefit. He entered into a lengthy harangue 
entirely foreign jto;the subject, as to what 
other newspapers had received when a former 
Government, was.in power, He, however, 
failed to.do what the House expected, hame- 
ly, deny that hée waa not pecuniarily interested 
in the Citizen Printing Company of Halifax. 

Mr. Bowell capped the climax by assertir 
that the eet lence of Parliament Act ha 
been tampered with, and asking how it was 
that the St. John Freeman got $9,000 worth 
of printing ‘Ahd was ‘supposed to be the pro- 
perty of an hon, member of the House. 

No answer Was given, Mr. Hantington 
haying left the Chamber in time to avoid any 
further discussion. 

The Premier, 4s usual, anxious to put’ mat- 
ters tight, said there’ was no profit in job 
printing as compared with advertisements. 

Mr, Bowell asked how it would be if the 
proprietor of a newspaper’ hud’ ho job office 
and farméd out the work ‘ata good round 
profit.

Speaker Anglin is supposed to own the Free- 
man duly appreciate the point, Mr.:\ Anglin 
himself enjoying the cut immensely, judging 
from his close application to a newspaper he 
was reading at the time.

The Christian Guardian in anvarticle on

Catholicism, ‘in its relation to political 
parties, Our contemporary is d'singenu- 
ous, and if he can imagine a stronger word 
we beg him to consider it as applied, when 
he speaks ot ‘‘Mr, White's pleadia sand 
apologies for Ultramontanism.” Mr. White 
neither, pleaded nor apologised for Ultra~ 
montanism ;;.on the contrary, he expressly 
declared that he had as little sympathy wat! 
Roman Gatholicism as, Sir Alexander him- 
self. Indeed, so much was this the case, 
that the “French liberal press” areat this 
moment éndéavoriiito break the effect of 
Sir Alexander Galt’s letter—at the moment 
he announces his adhesion to their, party, 
by quotations from Mr. White's letter, in 
which they show that his Protestantism is 
of quite as markedia type. The whole 
question raised is simply, this ;—Is there 
anything in the position of French Can- 
adian parties in Lower Oanada to require 
tliat Protéatant Conservatives’ shall desert 
their old allies and give!their ‘support to 
their former opponents, which means desert- 
ing the Conseryativesinthe other Provinces 
as well, and sustaining tho Clear; Grits? 
That is the only point in controversy be- 
tween Sir Alexander Galt and Mr, White ; 
and if the Guardian is unwilling to discuss 
it, it might at least have the honesty not to 
misstate the issue. 

The Guardian charges us, in our refer- 
ence to an incident)in the Toronto elections 
of 1874, with stating what is ‘‘not .true.”’

About 
fifteen years ago $100,000 was settled on 
his wife by his direction, being commissions 
made Jin negotiating the original bonds 
and purchasing iron from the Atlantic and 
Great ‘Western Railroad. ~ -This’ amount 
was placed in the hands of Col. George T. 
Davis as trustee, in whose house Train’s 
family live. He receives no benefit from 
it himself, and his wife pays his board. 

Mr. Train, through his attorney, filed a 
cross bill of assets amounting in the aggre- 
gate to oyer 880,000,000.

3rd, The amount on de- 
posit in the hands of Canadian banks, tinan- 
cial agents’ or other persons in England or 
elsewhere other than in the Dominion, and 
the rate of interest, if any, received upon baid 
deposits. He eaid the information sought for 
by this motion had, to a very great: extent, 
been furnished by the returns which had been 
laid on the table since his motion had been 
put upon the notice paper. Still, in looking 
over the Finance Minister's statements and 
comparing them with the official returns in 
the Gazette, he found such large discrepancies 
between the'two that he thought it was well 
to call the. attention of the House and.the 
country to the facts, more particularly when 
he remembered that in a discussion which had 
recently taken place, the Finance Minister 
stated that tho large amounts which were | 
ing on demand in the Banks were not neces- 
sarily drawing no interest On Jooking over 
the returns furnished by the Auditor General 
however, he (Mr. Bowell) found that none of 
this money lying on demand in the banks 
drew interest. Ho thought some arrange- 
ments should be made with the Banks go as 
to secure some interest upon demand deposits 
as was done by private individuals when they 
liad running accounts and large deposits to 
their credit. When the Finance Minister 
made the statement to the House that dopos- 
its on demand were not necessarily without 
interest, nodoubt he did so with the object 
of conveying to the country the impression 
that portions of these sums did (ray interest. 
That was the inference drawn from it by him- 
self and others, which the facts did not war- 
rant. ‘The amounts lying in the different 
banks, on demand, and bearing no interest, in

Now, it seemed to him, some system might 
be adopted by which interest on these large 
amounts might be saved to the country, in- 
stead of, as was now done, lending it im the 
Banks thereby enabling them to encourage 
speculation by increasing their discounts 
largely, and shating the profits among the 
stockholders at the expense of the people.

He found in addition, from the returns moved 


for inthe Senate during the last Session of

It might be argued that these 
banks were liable to be required to pay over 
the money at any moment, and that they 
should, in consequence, receive some benefits 
for this ; but as arrangements were made by 
private individuals by which they received a 
certain amount of interest on deposits, with 
the right to draw at any moment, he could 
not see why the country should not bo placed 
in the same position, particularly when they 
had seen that tho effect of the Government 
demanding its own money had been to ma- 
terially atlect the trade interests of the coun- 
try.

Jenkins’ Pmigration Circular. 


Tho London Advertiser—a journal of the 
most pronounced Grit poclivities—has the 
following pungent remarks on the manner 
in which our ox-magnifico jn London made 
it “all right with the Globe.”

The farmers 
of Cheshire, according to the London Far- 
mer, have been lately deliborating on the 
subject, and have hit upon what seems to 
be a good plan, namely, utilizing an oxisting 
grammar school for the purpose. The 
trustos of the Sandbeach Grammar School 
have been treated with, and have entered 
into arrangements, to engage a properly 
qualified teacher to teach the elements of 
assis botany, land surveying,and such 
other studies as aro necossary to the farmer, 
srovided twenty boys are guaranteed for 
our years at the sum of £404 year as 
boarders, or that 10 guineas per annum be 
paid the master by the Chamber for cach 
yacancy below twenty. ‘Ten pupils have 
already been promised, and there appears 
every likelihood that the scheme will be 
successful. If looked at simply as an ex- 
periment, says our contemporary, it will be 
most valuable, and will help to solve the 
problem of the better education of farmers’ 
sons—a subject of pressing importance in 
the present age, and one that cannot be 
postponed or evaded much longer.—

The Practical Farmer says : ‘‘It is well 
settled in the opinion of,all our best dairy- 
men that bran greatly promotes the milk 
secretions in cows, and it is fed almost uni- 
versally, Aboutequally mixed with corn 
meal is the usual proportion. This mix- 
ture scems to promote hoth quantity and 
quality of milk. Hungarian grass is 
found for milch cows to be rather superior 
to the usual run of hay. The last year or 
two Hungarian grass has loomed up won- 
derfally in the estimation of our dairy 
farmers, and a very larg scope of land will 
be sowed with it the coming scason, It 
matures for cutting in about sixty days, 
and produces two to four tons per acre— 
the latter of course, on good soils. Three 
pecks to the acre is thé usual allowance of 
seed. Roots are also growing in fayor as 
feed for cattle, A recent writer says warm- 
ly stabled milch cows fed liberally with 
beets keep up a flow of milk in winter 
nearly equal in amount to the grass fed 
cows in June, and batter made from their 
milk in January is as good as when made 
from the grass fed-cowsin Juno, Care- 
ful experiment has shown that 3} tons of 
beet roots contain,in nutriment,an amount 
equal to one ton of the best timothy hay. 
An acre of thebest meadowland, under pro- 
per tilth, will produce four tons of hay, if 
properly cultivated, will yield 60 tons of 
beets—2,000 bushels. The difference in 
the care, cultivation and gathering of the 
crops will be about $70. The beet crop 
costing that much more per acre than the 
hay, but wo get twenty timos, in quantity, 
more beets than hay, while the hay is only 
three anda half times more valuable—say- 
ing nothing of the extra health-giving and 
milk-producing qualities of the beets, The 
maximum yield of both crops is here taken, 
but the proportion will hold good when 
smaller quantities are produced, except on 
swampy grass land not. suitable for beet 
crops. 


Feeding Hens for Hggs. 


Aher may be regarded as a machine for 
the production of egys. If only enough food 
is given to just keep her alive—to just run 
the machine—no eggs, of course, can be ex- 
pected, but usually there is no trouble in 
this direction. People do not often err in not 
giving their hens enough ; it is more frequent- 
ly the case that they give them too much, 
and of the wrong kind of food. ‘Ifa machine 
is fed with too much raw material, more than 
it has capacity to utilize, it becomes clo, god 
in its action, and fails inits work. Or, if the 
wrong kind of material be supplied, the de- 
sired product will not be turned out. For a 
hen to produce an egg daily she must be well 
carpe with raw material out of which to 
make it. There must be albuminous sub- 
stances, such asare found in meat or grain, 
out of which to form the white and yolk, and 
lime to produce the shell. Various kinds of 
grain contain these substances in different 
Proportions, and this fact yonders some kinds 

tter adapted forthe food of fowl than 
others. Wheat, wheat middlings, oats, bar- 
ley, Indian corn, and buckwheat are good 
articles of food for hens, if they are used

A CROWDED HALL AND A GREAT 
SUCCESS. 


(From the Ottawa Free Press.) 


The Orange Hall was crowded to its utmost 
capacity by an appreciative audience in 
attendance atthe Concert lately given by 
the Orange Young Britons of Ottawa, in nid 
of the Hand Fund of that institution, The 
programme, of which we haye given a short 
account below, waa in every sense a credit to 
the Managing Committeo, This Order was 
established im this city about two years ago, 
and they now have bwo flourishiig lodges, 
with a membership of about two hundred, 


The chair was taken at 8 o'clock by Bro. 
Jas, Clark, the band playing Protestant Boys. 


Mr. Clark, in a few opening remarks, con- 
gratulated the Orange Young Britons on the 
Seth and intelligent audience’ gathor- 
od at their first concert. He stated that he 
was strongly opposed to the organization 
being intreduoed in Ottawa on account of the 
hard namo it had in other parts of the Pro- 
vince ; but since it was started here it had 
been conducted on such a plan that there 
were none, he cared not what religion they 
rofessed, that would say that the Orange 
Young Britons were anything but a credit to 
themselves and the capital of the Dominion. 
He trusted that they would ever conduct 
themselves so that they might always be con- 
sidered au honor to the Orange Order of Ot- 
tawa. 
A number of capital songs were sung, after 
which the Chairman called upon 
Jonux Wurre, M. P,, East Hastings, and 
Grand Master of Ontario East, for a speech. 
Mr. White said thatin looking around at that 
audience he felt that he was speaking to sym- 
pathetic hearts if he could ra the Protestant 
countenances before him.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


THIRD SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


Moxpay, March 27, 

Mr. Gordon moved the House into Com- 
mitte.to consider hie resolution for a strict 
and uniform observance of the Sabbath in the 
public werks under the control of the Do- 
minion Government. 

After a long debate the motion waa with- 
drawn. 

Mr. Aylmer moved for a return of the 
quantity, &e., of roofing slate imported dur- 
ing the present year from the United States. 
Ho said there were many deposits of slate in 
Canada, but ho was not aware of any that 
had been developed to any extent. Within 
the last few years about $500,000 had been 
invested in attempting to open up the indus- 
try, but up to the present time it had not 
been very successful, ‘The Americans slaugh- 
tered their surplus slate in Canada, payiily 
no duty, while the Canadian going into the 
States paid 35 per cont. The result of this 
had been the almost total “ruin of our mano- 
facturers. With proper attention from the 
Government he felt sure that this coula be 
remedied. Last year we imported $101,000 
worth of alate, which if it had paid the rame 
aay as marble, would have yiel’ed $35,000 
tothe revenue, Though ho asked for en- 
couragement for this interest, he way not a 
Protectionist, nor yet was hea Free [rader. 
He wanted protection to native industries 
that if protected would be likely to grow up 
with the growth of the country. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr, Palmer moved that the House go into 
Committee to consider the following resola- 
tion:—"Thatin the opinion of this House, 
the right of legislation to affect Canadiau 
ships, and the rights and liabilities of the own- 
ers thereof, belong exclusively to the Parlia- 
ment of Canada, and that any legislation on 
those subjects by tho Imperial Parliament, 
except so far as may on ly affect Canadian 
ships with th ips of all other countries in 

rts of Great Britain, and such as may affect 
imperial interests, would be inconsistent with 
such exclusive rights of the Canadian Parha- 
ment, and a violation of Responsible Govern- 
ment as conceded to Canada.” 

The motion was withdrawn after debate. 

The House adjourned at 11:30.

The Boy With the Telescopic 
Eye. 


He Seea Incidents Tranapiring son the Surface 
of the Moon.—Th® Satellite Populated by 
Milliona ‘of Singular Beings — Lunar 
Shrubbery and Vegelation,—The. Recently. 
Discovered Spot of Strange Light Kxplain- 
ad. Transporting View of Mara, ita Land, 
Oceans, Cities and Inhabitants, 


(From the New York Sunday Mercury.) 


Professor Gibbins, the, President of the San 
Francisco College of Sciences, has been inyes- 
tigating a most remarkable phenomenon— 
that of a boy who possesses what may be 
termed a telescopic eye A Mercury corres- 
pondent sends the report of the professor on 
thecase, which is conirmed by the signatures 
of Doctors Bryant, Gadbury, and Goldson, 
and approved by Professor Smyth, the oculist, 
So far, therefore, as authenticity and scien- 
tific accuracy are concerned, upon the faith 
of these gentlomen, readers may rely im- 
pisity upon the absolute correctness of every 
fact stated and conclusion reached. The re- 
port, in substance, sets forth the following 
startling statements :—The name of this re- 
markable child is John Paliner, aged nine 
years, and place of residenceSouth San Fran- 
cisco, Culp Hill, near the Catholic Orphan 
Asylum. It appears thatthe period through 
which the investigation ran was only’ fifteen 
days ; but it seems to have been #o thorough 
by the uso of the ophthalmoscope, and other 
modern appliancesand:tests, that no ts 
ought to be indulged as to the brevity. of the 
time employed in experiments. 

‘Lhe committees having fully examined the 
boy, and a number of independent witnesses, 
aa to the facts, soon set about'a scientific *in-

The venorablo man, unable 
to endure the extraordinary exposury his 
situation confrented, finally succumbed to 
exhaustion; and prostrated upon the wind 
and snow awept prairie, he alept the sloop 
that knows no awaking. Somo days later 
ason of tho old missionary, accompanied 
by mombers of the police force, searching 
for the missing man, found the remains 
cold and-stiff on tho ground whore ho had 
fallon, some thirty miles distant from the 
mission. Tho body was conveyed to tho 
scene of his latter labors, whore it received 
all the rites of Christian burial

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The International Rifle Match. 


It is not often that we feel inclined to 
take part with citizens of the United 
States against those of the mother country, 
but in the matter of the proposed Interna- 
tional Rifle contest between teams repre- 
senting Great Britain and the United States, 
we cortainly fail to see the wisdom of the 
course of the gentlemen composing the Na- 
tional Rifle Association ; nor do we think 
that a majority of Englishmen will be con- 
tent with the position assumed by the body 
spoken of, A few months ago, the Ameri- 
can Rifle Association issued an invitation 
to the riflemen of England, Scotland, Ire- 
land, and the Dominion of Canada, amongst 
others, to select teams of eight men each, 
to take part ina match to be shot in the 
United States during this, the centennial 
year, for a liberal prize, the winners to be 
awarded in addition, the title ‘‘ Champions 
of the World.” Responses in a favorable 
sense were sent from Scotland, Ireland, and 
Canada; but Sir Henry Halford, repre- 
senting the National Rifle Association of 
England, announces that the unalterable 
determination of that body is either to send 
a team composed of the best marksmen in 
the three kingdoms, or to leave England 
unrepresented in this great contest, 

This determination is to be regretted, as 
the representatives of the United States 
have been exceedingly courteous in the 
matter, and are not in a position to accede 
to Sir Henry Halford’s unreasonable de- 
mand. In the first place, they had already 
encountered the Irish riflemen twice, and 
owed them another chance for victory, and, 
having received acceptances from three of 
the British teams invited, they could not 
recall the invitations which had been issu- 
ed. Moreover, their allowing four eights 
to represent the one flag, largely dimin- 
ished their chances of success, which are 
correspondingly greater or smaller in 
accordance with the number of competitors, 
Again, they had visited Wimbledon last 
year and bore themselves well there, and 
did not grumble, although held not eligible 
for entrance into competition for the Elcho 
shield, which great trophy was won by an 
eight from Ireland, differing very slightly 
in its personnel from that which they had 
recently defeated in their native Erin. Un- 
der these circumstances, the representatives 
of England ought to haveyielded. It cannot 
be said that England lacks eight men who 
can honorably represent her in such a con- 
test. An annual test of the respective 
merits of teams of English, Scotch and 
Trish riflemen is afforded by the competition 
at Wimbledon for the Elcho shield, which 
has fallen on a majority of occasions to the 
Scotch, with the English second, close up, 
and the Irish third, with only two or three 
victories to their credit. In like manner, 
individual excellonceis shown in the shoot- 
ing for the Queen's Cup, which, if we 
remember aright, has also fallon to Scot- 
land on a majority of occasions, with 
England again a very respectable second. 
Therefore, to reject the kindly invitation of 
our cousins is to proclaim a lack of confi- 
donce in English marksmen which the facts 
of the case do not warrant, and casting an 

imputation upon the nationality which 
ought not to be allowed. If monetary 
considerations stand in the way, an appeal 
to the people of England will quickly 
remove that difficulty, and if moans be 
taken to that ond an eight in every way 
worthy to sustain the honor of the country, 
even against that branch of the Anglo- 
Saxon race which has chosen North 
America for its place of abode,can casily be 
found. Time, which is now of value in 
this matter, is passing swiftly, however, 
and if the National Rifle Association refuse 
to take action, we trust that a sufficient 
number of wealthy and spirited Englishmen 
will take the matter in hand. Gentlemen 
representing the United States havo rowed 
against Engl{ehmen on their own waters ; 
havetriod thoir skillas riflomon on thoir own 
ground; and havo tested thospood of English 
tace horses with Amorican thoroughbreds 
on the British turf, in no case having any 
superiority to boast of. Therefore, it now 
seoms incumbent that Englishmen should 
not fail, when tho othor branches of the 
British nationality have accepted the defi, 


all other rosources to induce an acceptance 
from Sir Henry Halford and othor distin- 
guished Englishmen, will not our cousins 
across the border add another match to the 
programmo of thoir great contennial meot- 
ing, namely, eno confined to teams ropre- 
sonting the United States on tho one part, 
and an amalgamated eight composed of the 
best ahots amongst the English, Irish, and 
Scotch on the other hand? We are awaro 
of the fact that the generosity of United 
States riflemen has not been properly ap- 
preciated by the National Rifle Association 
of Great Britain, but such a proposition as 
wo have here indicated, would redound atill 
tho more to thoir credit, and could ncarcely 
fail to sooure the presonco of a distinctively 
English eight at tho contonnial,—which 
event evéry Englishman who has a proper 
regard for the honor of his country must 
heartily desire to wee brought about.

red about 8 o'clock this morning, at his 
residence in this town. The Dr. had beon 
ailing forsome time past, but with the excep- 
tion of three or four days’ confinement to the 
house had been’ able to ride out and attend 
to a few of his patients. It was only on 
Tuesday that he expressed himself to the 
writer as fecling a great deal better than 
he had been for months, and declared his 
intention to resume the regular practice of 
his profession at once. Indeed, he had not 
given up his practice, for so anxious was 
he not to neglect his patients that he often 
went to the sick bedside when he was more 
fit to be in bed himself, and it may. be 
truly said of him, that he died in harness. 
Dr. Holden had practiced his profession.in 
Bolleyille for thirty-four years, and was re- 
markably successful. He was very atten- 
tive, to poor and rich alike, leaving hia bed 
at all hours of the night to travel through 
storm and cold, oftentimes with the know- 
ledge that he would never be paid a cent 
forvhis trouble, As a physician amongst 
the poor as well as the more well-to-do, he 
will be very much missed, and his death 
will be deeply deplored, especially by the 
poor, who in him will miss kindly and 
charitable friend. His personal character 
was of tho highest order, and his disposi- 
tion was kind and genial. He was a strict 
—nay, an ardent—temperance man during 
the whole of his life, and in politics he was 
a moderate but steadfast Reformer. 

Dr. Holden was born in the Township 
of Augusta, County of Grenville, on Jan. 
16th, 1809, and was consequently in his 
68th year, In the year 1836 he removed 
to Belleville, and openeda drug store here, 
and five years later, having obtained a 
diploma, he began the practice of his pro- 
fession. During those years, he was a 
witness of the growth of this town, and we 
are pleased to know prospered with the 
place which he had chosen for his abode. 
For some yearshe was a member of the 
Town Council, and in 1864 he was a suc- 
cessful candidate for the Mayoralty, which 
position he creditably filled for one year. 
In 1867 he was the Reform candidate for 
the seat in the first Legislature of Ontario 
for West Hastings, but was defeated by 
Mr. Ketchan Graham, the Conservative 
nominee. This concludes Dr, Holden's 
record as a public man, but it may be said 
in addition that he was always active and 
took a prominent part in gatherings having 
for their object the promotion of religion 
and temperance, 

The immediate cause of death was, we 
are informed by Dr. Hope, who has been 
his personal friend and adviser for many 
years, and who was in constant attendance 
during his last illness, disease of the lungs, 
caused by a serious attack of inflammation 
a number of years ago. About two weeks 
ago he was seized with a fit at the house of 
apatient, but within the last few days seem- 
ed to be recovering. He was much more 
cheerful last night than for some days past, 
but passed a restless night. At about 7:30 
this morning he rose and was dressing, but 
suddenly fell, and in a few minutes was a 
corpse. Dr. Hope was immediately sum- 
moned, but ere his arrival his patient was 
dead. 

The deceased gentleman leaves a widow 
(his second wife), and five daughters and 
one son surviving him. Two of his daugh- 
ters are unmarried, and the other three are 
married to the following gentlemen: Rey, 
Dr. Burns, of Fort’ Massey Presbyterian 
Church, Halifax ; Rey, Professor Grogg, of 
Toronto ; and Mr. Thomas Ritchie, of this 
town. Mr. J. C, Holden, tho only son, is 
partner in a large wholesale boot and shoo 
manufacturing establishment in Montreal. 

Dr. Holden has died full of years, hon- 
ored and respected of all-who knew him, 
leaving behind a bright example for tho 
rising generation.

CONFESSION OF THE YOUNGS.

Tho confession was signed by both the 
Youngs in the presence of Petor Murphy and 
Hugh Stewart.

Naw York, March 25.

The form of the sailor trembled 
for a moment and then dropped out of sight. 
His last cry was heard distinctly as he shriek- 
ed: ‘Oh! for God's sake, help!” Then tho 
clouds of snow swopt down thick and nothing 
more could be heard afterwards,

THE CASE OF MR. DAOUST, 


An éxcollont example of the extreme 
rancour. which characterizes some of tho 
Grit-Rouge mombers of the House of Com- 
mons in dealing with their political op- 
pononts, is afforded by the caso of Mr. J. 
B. Daoust, M. P. for the County of Two 
Mountains, which was lately adjudicated 
upon by the Committee on Priviloges and 
Elections. It will be recollected that about 
three weeks ago Mr. Daoust was elected by 
acclamation, succeeding Mr. Globensky, 
who had resigned the seat which he held 
for that constituency. He was introduced 
to the Houso on tho 14th of the present 
month, and on the following day Mr. 
Taschoreau moved for his expulsion on the 
ground that he had been found guilty of 
forgery. ‘The facts of tho case were stated 
in a mannor to show that Mr. Daoust had 

been the victim of circumstances, having 
been convicted in the absence of a witness 
who could have shown his innocence, but 
whom he was unable to ‘produce at the 
moment. On a,subsequent indictment for 
the samo offence this witness appeared, and 
Stho’result was his acquittal, and the virtual 
reversal of the verdict in the first case. 
‘After this acquittal, Mr. Daoust appealed 
for a now trial of the action in which he 
had been convicted, which appeal was 
granted. |The Court of Appeal decided, 
however, that a second trial could not 
be legally had, but the Judge who had 
tried the caso, and had set aside the ver- 
dict, refused to pass sentence on an inno- 
centman. The spite of Messrs. Tascher- 
eau and the gentlemen who supported him 
was, however, so great that they still press- 
‘ed that the case be sent to the Committee, 
which was done. 

The result of the investigation was the 
complete break-down of the case which 
these persecutors sot up, it being shown, in 
addition to the facts above recited, that in 
November, 1866, the Attorney General for 
Lower Canada ordered a nolle prosequi to 
be entered on the indictment, and though 
that had not been done, the Committee— 
strongly partizan as it is—could come to no 
other conclusion than that no further steps 
could be taken in the matter, and that the 
seat of Mr, Daoust was not vacated by rea- 
son of the conviction recorded against him. 

It is rather an extraordinary circumstance 
in this case that Mr. Daoust had, subse- 
«nent to these legal proceedings, sat again 
in the House, but no action was attempted 
to be taken against him. However, the 
rage of tis opponents has now expended 
itself, and despite their most earnest efforts 
a Conservative will continue to sit for Two 
Mountains in the House of Commons,

Mills and Houses Destroyed and 
Trees Uprooted. 


Nine Miles of Destruction. 


Woncrsrnn, Mass, March 30, | ( 
At 5:30 the reservoir dam gave way with | t 
a groat crash. The spiling wall crumbled, 
letting off 760,000,000 gallons of water | 
stored behind. The water rushed down the | 
ravine in a solid mass twonty feet high, 
whirling and rushing at tho same time. Tho 
roar was terrible. First in the line of the 
sweeping flood wasa stone gate house,which | 
was awopt away, The flood dug out clean | 
in an instant 50 foot throngh a pine wood. 
The largest ttees were {twisted round like | 


trawa pulled up by the roots, and carried | 
onward down the decline. A large-barn | Saturday, the Twelfth day of 


was taken up bodily and carried about 50 | 
fevt and demolished, Next was G. W, 
Olney’s dwelling-house. The rushing mass 
struck the broadside and completely clean- 
sd out the rear and front walls. The end 
stood, and, strange to say, supported the 
roof, under which the water poured in a 
solid stream twenty feet high and thitty 
feet wide. ‘The water continued to run for 


hausted. 

The first village the flood encountered 
was Cherry Valley, A small house on the 
opposite side from Mr, Olney's was taken up. 
The whole whirled aroundon the surface like 
atop for atime, and then down into the 
water. Three or four other small dwelling 
houses were taken up and borne along until 
out of sight. ‘The waters from the reser- 
voir now reached Kettlebrook, then rushed 
down towards Jamesyille, Leesville, Stone- 
Ville,and New Worcester. J. A. Smith & 
Co's mill-dam gave way, and its waters were 
added to the already uncontrollable mass. 
The mill, a substantial brick structure, 
ownéd by Sinith & Co., was next struck 
and crumbled to the ground. A short dis- 
tance below was the Bottomly mill, op- 
.E, Smith. ‘This was wooden, 

nare, which was lifted bodi- 
ly to the top of the rushing mass. On it 
was swept at a terrific rate, whirling and 
turning in all directions until it struck Ash- 
worth & Jones’ mill. This was the best 
mill on the stream, and one of the best in 
the country. It was a substantial brick 
structure, four stories high, with an ell for 
a boiler-house. The Bottomy mill struck 
this ell with terrifle force, knocking it to 
pieces. The Bottomly mill was completely 
demolished by the shock, and nothing was 
seen which could be recognized as the 
mill standing but a moment before. 

The boiler-house of Ashworth & Jones’ 
mill was ruined in an instant, and one end 
of the main structure was swept away. 
The boiler was taken up and carried along 
as though it was a shingle ina mill stream. 
Soon an explosion was heard above the 
roar of the flood, anda stream of water 
thrown several fect above the surface af 
current. Another explosion followed, and 
another, until five had occurred, and the 
boiler was blown to pieces, Mr. Jones al- 
so lost a large barn, which was crushed like 
an egg-shell, At Stoneyille the dam gaye 
way, The tlood next passed over a small 
dam above Jamesville depot. The specta- 
tors who were standing near say the water 
was 30 feet higher when it approached the 
track, “With one tremendous crash the 
railway embankment gave way, opening a 
gap of 400 or 500 fect long and twenty feet 
deep. The coal sheds were carried away. 
At Jamesville a section of the strem forc- 
ed its way into the line of road and rushed 
down the track, carrying devastation 
before it. It lifted rails and ties bodily 
from the road-bed and turned them 
topsy turvy for more-than a mile. I 
rushed headlong, and at last, just before 
reaching the stone arch bridge at Curtis’ 
Pond, it bored a hole down into the road 
bed and made a gap about 80 feet long and 
45 or 50 feet deep. 

The water then found its way into Our- 
tis’ Pond., The devastation at this point

ronte. The flood reached Leesville about 
two hours after the dam broke, and struck 
the Satinet mill, awned by Albert Ourtis, 
with a terrific force, which gave way and 
crumbled into ruins, and the dam was car 
ried away. Three hours after the effect 
was felt at New Worcester. The course 
of the atroam from the reservoir through 
the other yillages is nine miles, showing 
that the water advanced at the rate of nine 
milesan hour. The first mile, however, 
was mad in three minutes. 

A few minutes past nine o'clock one end 
of Curtis & Marble’s large brick shop gave 
way, falling into the stream, and soon 
after the Arcade bulding toppled over, and 
was left standing on one end. Soon after, 
the double arch bridge on the Boston and 
Albany Railroad gave way, anda section 
of the embankment, seventy feet long and 
twenty feet deep, with it. An outlet was 
made, and the Horn at New Worcester 
was ayerted, After the second break in 
the Boston and Albany Railroad, the mill 
of the Wicks Manufacturing Ogmpany at 
South Worcester was destroyed. The 
water then spread out over a series af mea~ 
dows and in the south part of the city there 
was 4 gradual inundation, The water {a 
rapidly subsiding, no further damage being 
feared, 

The Boston and Albany Road will not 
be open for, trayel for several days, but 
their trains will run as usual via Ware 
River and Boston, Barre, and Garden 
Roads. It is impossible to estimate the 
loss to-night.
